An Impertinent Demand. 

Wuy, we would ask, should Jews specially go out of their way to 
issue an anti-Bolshevist manffesto? There are many 
who hold the Bolshevist creed. Yet 
daily warnings to them, barbed with threats, publicly to deny 
Bolshevist doctrine. Bolshevist doctrines owe much more to 
the inspiration of ToisTot than to the doctrines of KARL MARX, 
whose Jewish origin is constantly quoted as a reason for saddling 
upon Jews the responsibility of the Russian movement, 
Yet the Christian is steadily kept in the  back- 
ground, and we hear only of KARL MARX the Jew, im connection 
with Bolshevist theories. Frenchmen, the world over, were not 
identified with the Revolutionary terror and called upon to seek 
absolution in the columns of the daily press. Italians are not 
summoned to do penance before LOkD NORTHCLIFFE for the sins of 
D’ANNUNZIO with the alternative of a massacre of their fellow- 
nationals. It is the Jew alone who is always to be 
identified not only with a hated creed, but with 
the alleged -sins- of alleged -individual - members of | the 
race, and to be called .upon to show cause why the whole 
people should not be done to death, in expiation apparently 
for having become the subject of venom and malice and 
lying. Where, pray, is this sort of thing to stop? If the 
Harmsworth press is entitled to threaten all the Jews with 
a pogrom if they do not stamp upon Bolshevism, then the

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Soviet press has an equal right to instigate a general 
slaughter if they do; and the process, continued and applied 
by other nations to other issues, can only have one result 
—extermination of the Jews by a _ widespread hooliganism. 
This may be a consummation which would not particularly disturb 
our enemies or “counsellors,” but the Jewish CHRONICLE must 
be forgiven if it deelines to “ play up" for it. Our whole reply in 
fact to this impertinent demand is for sane justice in dealing with 
Jews as with other peoples. We spurn to set up the selfish and dis- 
iugenuous plea which “ Judeus "—-one of the correspondents on this 
subject—does in the Times, and dissociate ourselves as Jews from 
Bolshevist Jews contending that they are not truly Jews, but the 
mere creatures of their environment. We claim the right of any 
Jew anywhere to support such political doctrines as his conscience 
tells him are worthy and beneficial, and we contemptuously deny 
and repudiate the suggestion that it is mecessary for Jews of all 
people in the world to dissociate themselves by word from blood. 
shed, cruelty, violence, and wrong such as is so generally 
imputed to the Bolsheviks. To be asked to do s0 is 
an insult, to expect that Jews would do so is to apply 
to them a measure of infamous contempt. We repudiate the 
right of the Times to hold a newspaper court-martial upon the Jewish 
people for every act which individual Jews may have committed— 
und we say “ may" advisedly, for who in possession of his senses will 
accept at their face value all the stories told about Bolshevists and the 
outrages of which thev are said to have been guilty ? And, finally, 
we protest, as English citizens, against these periodical inquisitions

A Blood Libel Lecture. 


As will have been seen from our newscolumns last week, aso-called 
professor has been giving a lecture in Warsaw on the ancient legend 
of Ritual Murder. The lecture, as our special correspondent 
reports this week, was of a most abhorrent nature, and was 
driven home by illustrations of a most repellent and scandalous 
character. It is astonishing that to-day, after all that has 
been said and written on this disgusting subject, such 
incitements should still be permitted. It is even more intoler- 
able that they should be permitted in: a town where racial 
passions and animosities are already heaped up in profusion, 
Fortunately, Sir . STUART SamMvUEL happened to be on the 
spot—he actually attended this “professorial” harangue—and 
the intervention he took with such commendabie prompti- 
tude has evoked from the Government an expression of its 
determination to prevent such enormities in the future. We 
believe we are right in the assumption that the Polish Government 
seriously desires to damp down the anti-Jewish fires. But it is a 
great pity that it should have been dependent on a visitor from 
abroad to call attention to an outrage proceeding in the chief city 
of the Republic. There is also a lesson in this for Jews themselves, 
There happened to be in Warsaw, when this incident occurred, 
a Jew who was acting as the representative of a foreign Govern- 
ment. Would there not be an equal chance of redress if a Jewish 
polity had its own representatives always stationed abroad, and 
ready to intervene for the protection of men of Jewish faith? That 
polity might be small, but experience shows that, however small, 
the voice of its representative would be heard and might be respected 
——at least it would always prove better than no voice at all. 


A Reception For Sir Stuart Samuel. 

Sir SruarT SAMUEL will be returning to London on the 
16th inst. He will, we hope, be given a public reception befitting 
the man and his journey. It was no small thing on the part of one 
no longer young to abandon his home and brave the rigours of a 
long journey, the attacks of Jew baiters, and the perplexities and 
jabours of a very onerous inquiry. That he did so cheerfully and with- 
out hesitation is the measure of the man—a man devoted to the highest 
purposes and filled with a fine public spirit. The journey of Sir 
Sruart to Poland will long remain a noble chapter in contemporary 
Jewish records. There is not one of us who will not desire that it 
should be worthily commemorated; and we trust that steps will be 
taken to organise a suitable function that will enable the whole 


Community to give expression to its feelings towards one of the 
worthiest of its sons. 


The Aliens Bill in the Lords. 

Nort for the first time the voice of sanity and righteousness was 
to be heard last week in the House of Lords, rather than in the very 
“ mixed multitude” ofthe Commons. The comments of the Primate, 
and of several distinguished peers, on the unspeakable Aliens Bill, 
were full of discernment, of the better spirit that is struggling so 


painfully for expression in “ the new world,” and of wise regard for 
the true interests of the country. Lorp NewTon showed how the 


mere doctrine of hate was at the bottom of the whole Bill—thaf. 
doctrine which this country wrathfully and very properly | 


denounced when it was translated into insensate doggerel and 
taught to the German school children. Lorp PHILLIMORB 
protested that “ this country bad gone through many wars in her 
history, but had never made such proposals as were made to-day.” 
LORD PARMOOR urged that the Bill seemed to have been framed 
“purposely with the idea of keeping every alien we could out of 
this country.” Unfortunately it is not a case of “seeming” but of 
actual fact—so far, at all events, as the stoutest supporters of this 
measure are concerned. For they openly announced their desire to 
keep all foreigners out. Not for them the necessities of international 
trade. Not for them the amenities and relationship of the arts and 
the sciences. Not for them any squeamish regard for the suscepti: 
bilities of our Allies. “ Keep the foreigner out” sums up their entire 
politics and their whole philosophy of life, and they do not even ask 
themselves whether it is practicable, let alone whether it is really 
desirable. As the ARCHRISHOP OF CANTERBURY Observed, the 
“explosive material" which these hair-brained players to the gallery 
are handling may do infinite harm to those who are handling it. 
They are, in a word, the nation’s worst enemies. 


The Chairmanship at the College. 

THERE will be widespread regret at the resignation of Mr. JOSHUA 
M. Levy of the Chairmanship of the Counctt of Jews’ College, and 
still greater sorrow that the cause of his decision should be ill-health, 
Mr. Levy has held the office for many years, and has kept the flag of 
the College flying under very trying conditions. He has discharged 
his duties with characteristic zeal and fidelity; and the institution, 
with all its manifold difficulties, can ill afford the loss of his ripe 
wisdom and experience. It will be noted with satisfaction, how- 
ever, that a very able successor has been found in Mr. 8. H. 
EMANUEL, K.C., the Recorder of Winchester. Mr. EMANUEL’S 
occupancy of the post of Treasurer of the United Synagogue renders 
his accession to the Chairmanship of the College Council one of 
special fitness. His sound judgment and devotion to public work 
will be assets of great value in the testing time through which the 
College is destined soon to pass.- 


The Dearth of Communal Workers. 


THE sermon which the Rey. Istpore Harris delivered last Sabbath 
on the subject of Communal Service, and of which a report appears 
elsewhere, reiterates, alas, an old complaint. The last decade or 
two has produced a growing disinclination for Jewish public work, 
concentration of it in fewer and ever fewer hands, and an increasing 
necessity for seeking help from the same well-tried and well: 
exploited minority. It is easy to suggest explanations for this 
deplorable reluctance to Jewish service—the growing strain and 
oppressiveness of the daily round, the increasing competition 
of general public life, with its greater rewards, the few- 
ness of the opportunities afforded to the rank and file to hold high 
office, or, as Mr. Harris rightly insists, the cooling off of Jewish 
religious enthusiasm. But is not some of the trouble attributable 
also to the excessive emphasis that for years past was laid by our 
communal leadtrs and teachers upon the duty of assimilation, and 
the too little prominence that has been given to our duties and 
status as Jews? Is not something to be laid at the door of those 
who think so much of the “ Anglo" in our description that they 
forget the other part of our designation—” Jewish?" These people 
forgot that the best of Jewish citizens are likely to be those whe 
have also schooled themselves to devotion to their own high ideals, 
But, however that be, the time has undoubtedly come to make a 
fresh effort to enlist members of the community—and more especially 
the newly rich—in Jewish public work. There can be no better 
discipline of individual character, and no better safeguard, therefore, 
of the communal name, and so Mr. HARRIS has spoken a timely ag 
well as a wise word.

SIR STUART SAMUéL IN POLAND 
AND LITHUANIA, 


‘THE BLOOD ACC USATION LECTURE. 
We have already given particulars of the protest made by Sir Stuart 
Samuel in a letter to the Polish Government against a lecture, at which 


he was present, wherein the lecturer misintained the truth of the Blood 
Accusation. 

Our Special Correspondent in Warsaw supplies further details on the 
same subject as follows :~— 

Gonsiderable interest has been aroused here through the lecture that 
has been given by a so-called Professor upon Ritual Murder. This lecture 
was of a most abhorrent character, pic-ures being thrown on @ screen 
of the body of a dead Christian child being placed in the centre of a table, 
whilst Jows wearing tallisim were sitting round. Another picture 
reprosented a Christian young woman having her throat cut by Jews, the 
gushing blood being collected in a bowl by a Jewish woman. - A man of 
pronounced Jewish type was depicted with a knife in his mouth, having 
just cut the girl's throat, whilst other Jews were sitting around. 
Sir Stuart Samuel was present at this lecture, and upon his return wrote 
an indignant letter to the Minister for Forelgn Affairs, drawing attention 
to a state of affairs that was worthy of the Middle Ages. He received a 
very polite letter in return, and eventually received a communication 
stating that in future such occurrences likely. to promote ill-feeling 
between different sections of the population would not be allowed. 

The Government appears anxious to rule the country in accor dance 
with modern methods, more especially with English ideas, and the rude 
remarks made concerning Sir Stuart in a section of the Polish Press are 
really intended as attacks upon the Government who have shown him 
the utmost courtesy and crcaenens. 

WARSAW LF.O.C©, 

Thanks to Sir Stuart Samuel's action against the ritual murder ‘thea ory 
upheld by Professor Czerbak, and as a result of the protests of the Je wWikh 
deputies, demanding the punishment of the officials who permttted the 
lecture, the Cabinet determined to investigate the case. Sir Stuart 
declare Lhimself very grieved at the fact that the Christian audience Kad 
sided entirely with the lecturer, and that the police permitted the met. 
ing. I gather, however, that the Cabinet informed Sir Stuart that ia 
future lectures on ritual murder would not be allowed 

Warsaw [F.O.C.) 

Sir Stuart Samuel, accompanied by Captain Wright and Count 
Volovsky (the representative of the Polish -Ministry), visited Vilna. He 
was greeted in the Synagogue by Rabbi Rubinstein, who hailed Sir Stuart 
as a defender of the alien immigrants in England ile also mentioned 
that seventy-five years ago Sir Moses Montefiore was greeted in the 
same synagoguc. 

Sir Stuart inspected the old Jewish burial ground at Vilna. 
When he was subsequently questioned as to his opinion of Vilna, he referred 
to his visit to the cemetery as one of the most impressive moments of 
his voyage. He also expressed his admiration for the wonderful dignity 
displayed by the Jewish leaders at Vilna. During his stay Sir Stuart con 
ferred with Rabbis Grodzensky and Rubinstein and with Dr. Shabad. He 
also again visited Lidah, Where he held conferences with the Jewish 
leaders and with the authorities. Sir Stuart then examined the witnesses 
of last year's occurrences in the town. On account of the bad weather 
and the difficulties of travelling he did not proceed to Minsk, but went to 
Cracow. Before leaving Poland Sir Stuart proposes to hold an 
important Conference with the Jewish leaders at Warsaw. 

LEMBERG “ASSIMILATORS” AND SIR STUART SAMUEL. 

The Jewish “Assimilators” at Lemberg have addressed a memorial 
to Sir Stuart Samuel, drawing his attention to the fact that the pogrom 
was a thing of the past. As for the future, they stated that no foreign 
interference was likely to improve matters or solve the Jewish problem. 
They aiso objected to the tendency of the Nationalists to speak in the 
name of all Jews, whereas they only constituted a section of Jewry.

lt has been established that at Ekaterinoslay about 700 Jews were 
killed and over a thousand were wounded; at Alexandrovsk 439 Jows 
were killed and-670 were wounded.

Polish Parliamentary Comm ttee Condemns Massicre. 
WARSAW [F.O.C.}. 

The Parliamentary Committee has alopted the resolution proposed 
-byrthe Socialists condemning the shooting of thirtysix Jews at Pinsk on 
_ styapicion that they plotted to attack the Polish troops as Bolshevik agents. 
The Committec found that the victims were shot without trial, and 
demanded the punishment of the officials responsible for the crime. The 
Committee also recommended that the fine of 200,000 marks imposed on 
the Pinsk Jewish Communify in connection with the alleged plot should 
be returned, 


Moscow Jews and the Pogrom Victims. 

The London Jewish Correspondence Bureau learns that the reports 
of the terrible slaughter which has taken place in the territories occupied 
by Ventkin, have mude a great improssion on the Jews in other parts of 
Russia. In tho synagogue at Moscow a great meeting took place. The 
well-known Ribbi Mase made an impressive speech, in which he described 
the Jewish sufferings ia South Russia, and, as his speech procecjcd, he 
was greeted with such cries of horror from the congregation that he was 
obliged to discontinue. Immediately afterwards there was a rain of 
gifts, and in a very short time some millions of roubles were colleeted for 
the pogrom victims.

Warsaw [(F.0.C,} 
The military authorities at Minsk suddenly seized the headquarters 
of the local Jewish Community, and turned it into an army office. The 
communal Readers lodged a strong protest against this step, but so far 
they have not even received a reply to their communication. 


Warsaw Municipality and Jewish Question. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.) 
At a meeting of the Municipal Council the Jewish members made grave 
Complaints against the treatment of Jews by the city authorities. 
Although Jews pay taxes, the Jewish quarter is seldom cleansed, and the 
sanitary condition of streets populated by Jews is most deplorable. In 
addition, Jews have great difficulty ih obtaining trade licences, for which 
they have to pay more than Christians when they doget them. A double 
charge has also been introduced for signboards in the Yiddish language. 


Jewish Education in Vilna. 


Warsaw 
The Jews at Vilna are making a great effort to erect a Jewish 
Polytechnical Institute, in which, in addition to general subjects, instruc- 
tion will be given in Jewish knowledge. The preparations are already in 
an advanced stage, and the success of the scheme is regarded as assured 


The Jews in Transylvania. 


Zunicu (F.O.C.) 

The Rumanian authorities have adopted severe measures against the 
Jews in the Transylvania district. All Jewish officials are being dis- 
missed with three months’ pay. Jews who settled in the province after 
the year 1900, and who did not acquire immovable property there, are to 
be expelled immediately. Those who disobey the order will be trans- 
ported by force, and their property will be confiscated. 


Assaults on Jews in Galicia. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.) 

A gang of soldiers stationed at Podhayetz (Galicia) entered the syna- 
gogue in the course of the morning service and attacked the congregation. 
The terrified Jews were driven. out into the street, where another group 
of soldiers assaulted them. The rioters then dispersed im the neighbour- 
ing streets, and attacked all Jews whom they encountered. Over forty 
Jews were badly beaten during the disturbances. One of the features of 
the riot was the cool attitude of the Poltsh Christians towards the assaults. 


Another Anti-Jewish Demonstration in Vienna, 
Vienna [F.O.C.) 
On the 2nd of November the German Nationalists demonstrated 4 
second time along the Franz Joseph Quay. Sevoral hundred young men 
attacked Galician Jews in Kaffans, to some of whom they gave a thrash. 
ing. They shook their fists and sticks at the onlookers from the windows 
and balcony of the Hotel Metropole. The bridges to the Leopoidstadt 
flistrict were again protected by police, foot and mounted. The demon- 
stration lasted about an hour. At lunch time the demonstrators were

on the Schottenring frequented by Jews and threw so-called “frogs” at 
them, little fireworks that explode with loud detonations without however 
doing any harm. The mounted police forced them to leave. These 
demonstrations are a disgrace to Vienna. It is difficult to understand 
why the Government does not handle these silly and irresponsible rowdies 
more energetically. The Pan-Germans, who are the instigators of these 
heroics, are fast losing all prestige. In the Vienna Landtag the Czecho- 
Slovak member, Klimesch, exclaimed, in the course of a verbal encounter 
with them: “ You grossdentsche have deteriorated so much that every cow 
laughsat you already.” The anti-Semitic press, above all the Deutsche Volks- 
bit: and the Wiener Stimmen, the latter of which is spoken of as the most 
idiotic paper of Vienna, promise that the “ Eastern Jews” will be reminded 
every Sunday of their duty to leave, until all have gone. These papers 
say that they are obliged to act as they do, since the Government is too 
weak and afraid of the Jews. 

The Social-Democrats assert that that they have discovered a plot of 
the monarchists to “ re-conquer” Vienna, to remove the Jewish leaders, 
to liberate the country from its “enforced Jewish yoke,” and to create a 
“free Christian Austria.” The watchwords were to be “ Hail!” and “San.” 
The counter-revolution was to use for its purpose the unemployed of whom 
there are hundreds of thousands in Vienna. Whether the report of the 
disclosed plot be true or no, the anti-Semites are working hard to remove 
the Social-Democrats under the battle-cry of “ Down with the Jews!” It 
is appropriate to cite the following words of the Christian-Socialist, Dr. 
Jerzabek, at a Catholic meeting a few days ago: “ From the very beginning 
our new State has been under an ill-fated star—the star of Judah. We 
don't live in a democratic; but in a purely Jewish, republic. There are 
four Jewish members in the Government (which is a renewed coalition 
between the Social- Democrats and the Christian Socialists.) The Judaising 
of our Whole public life goes on merrily. It must be clear to everybody 
that our shameful peace is only due to the ruinous work of the Jews.” At 
the same meoting it was stated that there were still 130,000 Galician Jews 
in Vienna ; this is a deliberate lie. 

One of the ever-recurrent arguments of the anti-Semites is that the 
“ Fastern Jews” rob and plunder Vienna. Again the police made several 
raids in cafés and arrested a number of people who were carrying on 
prohibited traffic, especially in foreign monies, silver, etc. They also 
raided a jewellers’ club, and secured many valuable jewels, foreign bank- 
notes, etc. Lam sorry to say many of these persons are Jews, but it is a 
great pity that the innocent poor have to suffer for their acts. Corruption 
in Vienna pervades the Christian population as well, and leaves the 
impression of an incurable cancer. 


Anti-Semitism in the Tyrol. 


VIENNA [F,O.C.] 
The anti-Semitic Wiener Stimmen reports that the Austrian Alpine 
province of Tyrol has been flooded lately by Jews. Especially its capital 
Innsbruck, near the frontier, swarming with Jews whe speculate in 
foreign monies in an appalling manner.” A register of the Jewish popu- 
lation has already been started (as reported to you on a previons occasion). 
Now a Tyrolese Union of anti-Semites is being founded which publishes 
the following programme in the Tyrolese papers: “ Prevention of the 
continually growing immigration of elements of foreign race into the 
Tyrol; prevention of the disappearance of German property into Jewish 
hands; rejection of the Jewish spirit at school, in art, science, justice, 
literature, and economic life, and return to German morals and German 
life ; keenest combatting of 5emitic overbearing and arrogance ; protective 
measures for the German people in order to prevent the advance of the 
Jews which is justified neither by the number of the population nor by 
qualities; preparation of the reconciliation of classes by setting at nanght 
those inviting Jewish leaders who fan and further the feuds between the 
classes in their own and most dishonest interests.” This Union will work 
together “in brotherly spirit” (says the Wiener Stimmen) with the existing 
“deutsch oesterreichischer Schutzverein Antisemitenbund.” The leaders 
are well-known politicians belonging to many parties and people of all 
professions according to the above-mentioned papers. I have quoted this 
“programme” word by word, as it is significant of anti-Jewish feeling in 
the Alpine provinces. 


Honcur for Professor Gottheil (New York). 


Professor Dr. Richard Gottheil, of Columbia College, New York, 
Chief of the Oriental Division, has been made-an Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, as a recognition by the French Government of his services to 
France and the Allies during the war. 


Anti-Semitism in Germany. 


The London Jewish Correspondence Bureau learns from Berlin that 
the Bavarian “Centre” party has passed a resolution protesting against 
the predominance of the Jewish elements since the Revolutidén, and 
asking for the institution of laws which shall secure the German’people 
against the intrusion of the Jews, “who are so far below the German 

“The Central Association of German Citizens of 
the Jewish Religion” declares that its members are all of German 
national convictions, and that Jewish doctrines repudiate all movements 
80 hostile to the State as Socialism and Communism. All Jewish elements 
who are playing such a réle in the German national movement are composed 
of those who have long since turned their backs on the Jewish religion, 

In Halberstadt and other German towns posters have been placarded 
on the walls with the appeal: “ Kill the Jews"! Ina Berlin Gymnasium 
the Christian pupils have declared a “ silence strike,” vowing not to speak 
to any Jewish student. Pamphlets have been issned advocating the

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JEWS AND BOLSHEVISM. 


THE “TIMES” CAMPAIGN. 
CHIEF RABBI'S REPROOF., 


As mentioned in our columns, the Times has been carrying on 
a campaign for the purpose of identifying Jews with Bolshevism, 
and has opened its columns to s@veral letters upon the subject, 
notably one signed “ Verax,”’ upon which we commented last week, 


The following reply to this correspondent appeared in the Times 
of last Saturday from the Chief Rabbi: 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “TIMES.” 

S1R,—It was with the profoundest sorrow that I read the anonymous 
letter signed “ Verax” which appeared in your issue of to-day. I need 
not comment upon his crude theology, nor follow him in his theories 
based on & contemporary actor's interpretation of Shylock, whatever 
opinion I personally may hold as to the unsoundness of your corre- 
spondent’s arguments. 

It is otherwise with his attack on the religious doctrine of Judaism 
and its alleged effects upon my people. Against this, as intolerant an 
attack as I can recall in any Continental publication, I must protest with 
all possible vehemence. A detailed refutation of his astounding state. 
ments would be futile. Were I to point out to” Verax” how the beginning 
and the end of all Jewish teaching is loving-kindness to all, even to our 
enemies; were I to reprintin your columns a whole anthology of Bible 
and Rabbinical texts that for breadth of humanity and passion for 
righteousness could nowhere be surpassed (even in the Gospels, which, 
by the by, are also the work of Jews, written by Jews and for Jews)—o¢ 
what avail would it be? “ Verax” would at best merely proceed to seek 
new pretexts to maintain his prejudices. Asan eminent publicist has so 
well put it: “ The Jews are not hated because they have evil qualities; 
evil qualities are sought for in them because they are hated.” 

It is of more consequence to address myself to you, the responsible 
Editor of the world’s most influential newspaper. Your own columns 
have testified to the fact that much of what “ Verax” says as to the 
identity of Jews with Bolshevism in Russia is untrue, and that more is at 
least doubtful. Your own columns have testified that there are very 
active Jewish “ counter-revolutionary ” organisations in Russia; and that 
the ranks of all the anti-Bolshevist parties have their fall quota of Jews. 
Your own columns have testified that soon after.the outbreak of the war 
400,000 Russian Jews did service in the Russian Army and won marks of 
distinction—grudgingly bestowed upon them under the Tsarist régime— 
that would have done credit to the soldiers of any race or faith. Your 
own columns have shown over and over again during these last five years 
that the Jewish citizens of every Allied country have been loyal and true 
and patriotic to the ideals of freedom, and have fought in gladness the 
battle of righteousness. Is it consistent with all this that “ Verax ” should 
use the columns of the Times for a virulent attack on the Jew, his sacred 
Scriptures, and his religious faith ? 

The world is groaning under an infinite burden of sorrow. It is the 
aftermath of the great tragedy of the nations, the root cause of which 
was racial discord. The cry is for healing and the call for reconstruction ; 
but healing and reconstruction there cannot, be, vital as they are to the 
future of civilisation, unless the seeds which yielded the crop of devasta- 
tion and sorrow are destroyed—uniless senseless enmity and causeless 
hatred are exorcised from the souls of men. Pogroms inflicted upon 
Jews, such as those from which my Russian coreligionists have been 
suffering during the past year, and which are stated to have 
resulted in thousands of victims, or pogroms which your corres- 
pondent threatens us with because a certain number of Jews 
have identified themselves with Bolshevism, cannot hasten, but 
must gravely retard, that most desirable consummation. “ Verax” 
accuses the Jewish people of an incapacity for forgiveness and love. 
Let the preachers of love first practise it. Let them refrain, at least, 
from incendiary slanders against Israel, who among all the peoples of the 
world bas agonised and suffered most from hatred, malice, and all un- 
charitableness at the hands of others. Let such preachers of love 
remember the Mosaic Law: “Thou shalt not bear false witness against 
thy neighbour.”

An Explanation. 


From Alderman JAMES D. KILEY, M.P., House of Commons. 
[To THE EDITOR.) 

Sirn,—My attention has been called to a statement made at the last 
meeting of the Deputies of British Jews, in which I am quoted as having 
stated that Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., might and should have taken 
more vigorous action than he did in opposing the passing of the Aliens 
Restriction Bill. I hasten to say that this statement was both inaccurate 
and misleading. 

What occurred was that in discussing the Aliens Bill with one of the 
Deputies and others in the Lobby of the House of Commons, I stated I 
could do no more than I had done, and regretted that Mr. de Rothschild’s 
amendment, insisting upon the establishing of a Tribunal before which 
persons might appear on whom Deportation Orders had been made, had 
not received more support than it had, especially from Jewish Members 
of Parliament. 

As a matter of fact, the Home Secretary, while not accepting Mr. de 
Rothschild’s amendment, has given a promise that he will be prepared 
to consider whether any special body can be constituted to accomplish 
the object which Mr. de Rothschild had in view, and on this understand- 
ing the amendment was not pressed to a Division. 

I trust the Deputies of British Jews will not let the matter rest until 
guch a body is constituted.

Such unfounded statements will not create an atmosphere of harmony 
and goodwill, necessary for the success of.tve Communal Scheme. 
Considering the means at its disposal, Jews’ College has done excellent 
work in the past. The promoters of the Scheme must bear this in mind, 
It is not men like Mr. Cohen who have any right to speak about solving 
the problem of Jews’ College, but only those who either know the College 
from inside or who approach the solution in a spirit of sympathy and fair- 

lay. I read with delight and enjoyment the noble sentiments of Mr. 

obert Waley Cohen. Mr. Waley Cohen may not know the inner workings 
of the College, but he has approached the subject in a broad-minded and 
British spirit.

“Shall I give up my sweet leigure after the day's hard. work, 
dispense with my evening meal and recreation, my opportunities of 
pleasant social intercourse, in order to attend meetings: and listen to 
prosy speeches’’’ says one. “I have my political ambitions,” anather 
pleads. “I am a candidate for a seat in Parliament, I want a title of 
nobility. I crave public honours for myself anti my children. Shall I 
give up the chance of all this for the sake of devéting myself to the Com- 
munity, who have no honours to offer me in return worth accepting, 
whose affairs are so petty, and conducted by narrow-minded, ill-cducated 

-aple of no social position?” ‘ Why,” asks a third, “should I allow my 

usiness hours to be broken into by communal appeals? I go to the City 
to make money, net to give itaway. And I have so many uses for the 
wealth I have amassed, The standard: of living is constantly rising. In 
these days one motor car, at least, is a necessity, and a little place in the 
country where I can spend my week-ends is absolutely indispensable. 
What with the necessity of making adequate provision for a few comforts 
of thig kind and an ever-increasing scale of taxation, | have nothing to spare 
for charities.”, Hence ft comes about that the burdee of our communal in- 
stitutions rests on the shoulders ofafew. Whenan appeal goes forward to 
the Jewish public it is the minority, and usually the same minority, that 
responds. Eyen this minority is unfortumately. growing smalier. If it 
be pleaded in extenvation that the number of appeals to the charitable 
is constantly increaging, and the sums asked for are larger than ever, it 
must be urged on the other side that the Community is increasing in size 
and in the number of ifs wealthy individuals. It is true that there has 
been a transference of wealth of late years. Many who were once 
well-off are no longer so, and no longer able to come to the Community's 
financial help. But who shall compute the number of those who in 
recent times have amassed vast riches, but whose growing prosperity 
does not reflect itself in a willingness te shoulder the communal burdens» 
But it is not the diminishing desire to support charities as such which ic 
the most disquieting feature Of our time; it is the unwillingness to rende, 

PERSONAL SERVICE 

to the Community, the growing disinclination which persons in high 
stations show to identify themseives with communal interests, that we 
have chiefly to deplore. Speaking as he was in the presence of some of 
the most devoted and distinguished communal workers, he would net be 
misunderstood if he said that, with certain spiendid exceptions, those 
who conld be most useful to the Community are the least willing to come 
to its help. They prefer a wider and more distinguished field for the 
exercise of thelr activities. They will not see that the Community to 
which they belong bas the ferst claim on their services. Futile is the plea 
that is sometimes heard, that such people serve their Community best by 
serving everything which 1s outside the Community's interests. The 
irees asked the vine, the olive and the fig tree to rule over them, not to 
hecome king of the beasts of the forests, ov monarch of the fowls of the 
air. itis even so in religion. In a community like our ewn how insigni- 
ficant is the proportion of those who identify themselves with the «ynagogue 
and the objects for which the synagogue stands!

a Jewish traming in Jewish surroundings, the number of those 
who are - supporting Jewish -learning—iet them testify. Are 
not the two things —-iack of religion and lack of public spirit—connected 
together as cause and effect? It is becanse peopic withdraw themselver 
from the synagogue, turn their backs and those of their children on religious. 
instruction, that they come to lose touch with the Community and 


interest in its sacred concerns, Analyse the lists of those who support our _ 


Jewish institutions, and it will. be found that they are largely recruited 
from those who are regular synagogue-goers, devout attendants at public 
worship, and whe possess at least an elementary knowledge of Jewish 
observance and Jewish history. 

(Consider what were the dire consequences of the refusal 
ef the vine, the olive and the fig-tree to impart some of their 
sweetness and. light to others? The trees’ had to ask the 
bramble to rule over them. The bramble was willing enough to be 
promoted to so high an office. But it had neither’ sweetness no: 
light to give; it had no shade, like the cedar, under which the trees could 
take shelter. Jt produced oniy prickly thorns; it served no purpose but 
to kindle a fire which in the end devoured both itself and. the other trees. 
If the Community cannot be governed by men whose position and abilities 
mark them out for the responsibilities of office, it may have to fal) back 
upon men of an inferior order, men who, instead of toiling unselfishly for 
high aims, have only their own ends to serve. Such men may be incap- 
able of producing the wholesome fruits of sound counsel and righteous 
action. But they can kindle the flames of discord, they can destroy and 
pull down what others have laboured to build up. The unedifying reports 
of some of our Communal meetings furnish a significant illustration of the 
dangers to which public bodies are exposed the management of whose 
affairs have fallen into unsuitable hands.

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Aspects of Judaism. 


LECTURE BY THE REY. IL. LIVINGSTONE. 


The Rev. L. LIvrinasTone lectared Jast Saturday evening at a Study 
Circle meeting in Hornsey, on the subject of “Judaism” (the first of a 
series of studies on the “Great Religions of the World”), subsequent 
lectures having been arranged to be given by other speakers on 
Christianity,” “ Mohammedanism,” and Buddhism.” 

At the outset, Mr. Livingstone commended the spirit which animated 
the attempt to ascertain the fundamental truths that were common to all 
the great religions, and warmly advocated the idea of a League of 
Religions —which, as a matter of fact, had been founded by the Jewish 
Peace Society—so that by a combined effort religion might be able to 
speak with a united voice in the promotion of world peace and in spread- 
ing a higlver conception of the meaning of life. Judaism, he said, did 
not teach that the Jew had the monopoly of the Divine love. All religions, 
if carried out properly, were doing a_ serviceable work in the 
world: and, as Moses Maimonides had pointed out, the daughter- 
religions of Judaism had been providentially sent into the 
world to prepare the way for the coming of the Messianic age. 
The idea that outside a certain belief there was. no salvation was not 
held by the Jew. Judaism was, therefore, not a proselytising faith. And 
the Jew likewise protested against the converting of Jews by societies 
which spent—or rather wasted—hundreds of thousands of pounds in 
“making bad Jews into worse Christians.” Dealing with the attitude of 
Judaism to Jesus, Mr. Livingstone emphasised the fact that Jesus was a 
Jew, and that his spirituality sprang solely from Jewish sources. That 
part of Christianity which was opposed to Judaism was the effect of the 
teaching of Paul, and most of it would have been repudiated by Jesus 
himself. All that was best in the teachings of Jesus were to be found in 
the Old Testament and in the Jewish literature of the pre-Christian age. 
Mr. Livinustone also discussed the Jewish belief in the Messiah, and 
Zionist aspirations. Reviewing briefly the ceremonial aspect of Judaism, 
the lecturer said that whilst Judaism upheld the highest ideals of morality 
and ethics, it was necessary ™ translate principles into concrete actions. 
There was no mystery in Jewish symbolism, which—when rightly inter- 
preted provided a persona! discipline for the individual, and promoted 
the holiness of the Jewish home. The dietary laws alone, in addition to 
their great hygienic value, had been of great value in maintaining Israel's 
identity amid ages of persecution and intolerance. Concluding by a 
reference to the anti-alien and anti-Jewish spirit that was prevalent in 
some quarters, he hoped that the true Britisher would always recognise 
that the strength of this country lay in its spirit of fairness and justice 
and its freedom from religious prejudice. The Rev. I. Livingstone was 
thanked for his lecture. An invitation was accorded to him for a further 
lecture on other aspects of Judaism. 


The Fight for the True Well. 
| 


RABBI GOLLANCZ ON. TRUE RELIGIOUS UNITY. 


{\ABBI Dr. H. GOLLANCZ preached at Bayswater on Sabbath last from 
Genesis xxvi., 19-22, narrating the strife between Isaac's herdmen and 
the herdmen of Gerar for the “ well of living water.” Weneed not to-day 
transplant ourselves thousands of miles in space, or thousands of years 
back in time, and dwell upon this Eastern scene, the valley and the well, 
and the rival claimants with their Oriental associations of dress and speech. 
The scene lies nearer home ; in point of time it may be applied to the present 
day. The “ well of living water,” which the followers of the patriarch,° 
the Jewish people, found in the valley of life, was their precious Religion. 
Many a time this world in which we live, in which the vicissitudes of 
earthly existence are made manifest, is styled by the Jewish pocts “a 
vale of tears”; and what would the world be without the vivifying 
influence of the well-spring of Religion with its invigorating draughts and 
soothing potions? But any Religion, even the Jewish, while being a very 
fountain of salvation, May at the same time become a source of conten- 
tion. “The herdmen of Gerar did strive with Isaac’s herdmen, saying, 

Herein are typified the dissensions which take their 
origin in the exercise of religion: the danger of the various- distinct 
attitudes lies not in the fact that diversities of opinion exist with regard 
to one and the same object, but that each side claims, with equal 
injustice, “the water is ours”; “we are the only true Jews, and none 
beside us”! 

If, however, we would find out what is the true essence of Judaism, it 
behoves us to look away from the standpoint taken up by the herdmen, 
to leave to them their narrow views and petty quarrels, their “ Esek” and 
their “ Sitnah "-——-their “ contentions” and their “hindrances”; we have to 
look for instruction tothe Masterof the herdmen, of whom it is said: “ He 
removed from thence, and digged another well”. Like him, we have to 
form a different conception of the true well of Judaism, one against which 
there can be no contention, called “ Rehoboth,” a “comprehensive and 
wider” religion, one embracing all parties, and one which will suffer us 
to hold our own in the world, so that we become not a laughing stock in 
the eyes of the people of the earth. 

Let a patient and respectful hearing be given to the needs of those 
with whom we may not be in agreement, and see whether a modus vivendi 
cannot be found for every difference of view. Let us beware against 
malicious misrepresentation in the name of religion; let us beware lest, 
in the heat of controversy, while damaging the characters of others, our 
own characters may be weighed in the balance and be found wanting. 
Let us Jews, at least, show that the observance of our religion is not a 
meaningless attitude, but that it signifies so much advance in the religious 
life of each one of us—a system making us purer, better, less earthly, more

My Dear Cousin,—Would you be surprised to learn that the term 
Jahrzeit, as well as the Jahrzcit light, are of Catholic origin? Yet such 
appears to be the case. The term was current in Germany in the Middle 
Ages, as Grimm shows in his Dictionary, and the Jahrzeitbuch was the 
record of daysin the year on which Masses for the souls of the dead were 
to be recited. It is undoubtedly remarkable that the word has spread 
among all Jews the world over; and in Samarcand and Bokhara, in 
Bagdad and Tunis, just as in Berlin or London, or New York, a Jew 
says, ‘I have Jahrzeit to-day.” 


And if this term is universally known among Jews, so is the practice 
of saying Kaddish. Yet the Kaddish is not specifically mentioned either 
in the Talmud or by Rabbi Joseph Caro in his Code. The first direct 
record of the Kaddish dates from the earlier half of the 13th century. It 
occurs in Or Zaruah, a work written by Rabbi Isaac, of Vienna, who 
states: “It is our practice in Eastern Europe and on the Rhine, after the 
congregation has said the .concluding prayer, for an orphan boy to stand 
upand say Kaddish. But in France they are not so particular; there 
any child may say the Kaddish. Our practice of allowing only orphan 
boys to recite the prayer is, however, preferable, on account of the 
following story,” 

Here the Rabbi relates the well-known story, associated with Rabbi 
Akiba which is found, not in the Talmud itself, bitin post-Talmudic 
collections of legends, notably in the Midrash Tanchuma. Rabbi Akiba, 
the story goes, one day met a naked man, coal black in appearance, 
carrying a heavy burden‘ on his head, and running with the speed of a 
horse. The Rabbi asked the man to stop, and inquired of him why he had 
to work so hard. “If you are a slave and your master maltreats you, I 
will purchase your liberty ; if you are poor, I will make you comfortable.” 
To him the other replied: “Do not detain me, for those who 


have authority over me are able to make it hot for me.” Whereupon . 


Rabbi Akiba asked the man to be more precise, and the latter declared 
that he was.a ghost, and that each day he was sent forth to collect fuel 
in which he was himself burnt. The Rabbi was much surprised and 
enquired what his occupation had been on earth. “1 was a tax-gatherer :; 
I favoured the rich and oppressed the poor. I was guilty of great sin!” 
“ And can nothing be done to relieve you of your punishment?” the Rabb; 
asked. To which the other answered: “ Relief there is none, save only 
this: if 1 had a son who was able to stand before the congregation to 
summon them to prayer, saying ‘293, and the congregation answered 
73; or if - he were to say 773", and the congregation responded 
AoW KV, I have heard it said that- this would bring 
immediate relief. But I have no son. It is true that when I died I 
left ory wife with child. But even if she has borne a son, there is no 
one who would teach him, for I left no friends on earth.” Rabbi Akiba 
was moved, and asked the man his name. “Ukba” was the reply. 
“What is your wife’s name?” the Rabbi further asked. ‘“ Susniba,” 
was the answer. “And what is the name of your town?” “ Ludikia.” 
The ghost then fled. 

Rabbi Akiba journeyed to Ludikia in order toj.make enquiries. 
Wherever he mentioned the name of Ukba, the people exclaimed in anger, 
“May he find no rest, the Evil-Doer!’’ Of Susniba, they said “ May her 
memory perish from the earth!” As for the boy, Akiba found that he 
was uncircumcised and ignorant. The Rabbi had him initiated into the 
Covenant of Abraham and taught him Hebrew, so that in due course he 
was able to read and understand the Prayer-Book, and one day he actually 
stood up and summoned the congregation to prayer in the formula, 
13993! Then he recited 773". That same hour the father found rest, 
and appearing in a dream before Akiba, thanked him for his kindness. 

The moral of the story is obvious. Ludikia was a town famous in 
antiquity for its wickedness. Any of its ordinary citizens would therefore 
be presumed to be an evil-doer. But Ukba is depicted as an evil-doer of 
the blackest dye, and his punishment was proportionately terrible. Yet 
even he was released because his son was able to summon the congrega- 
tion to prayer. The writer wanted to impress on his: readers the 
extraordinary great importance of giving Jewish children a sound Hebrew 
education. 

But what of the Kaddish? you ask. Scholars are agreed that the 
passages in this story relating to Kaddish are later interpolations, aid 
even Rabbi Moses Isserles in his gloss to the Shulchan Aruch states clearly 
that “to act as Reader of the prayers for the congregation is more effective 
than tosay Kaddish, which was originally intended only for small boys.” 
Such atleast is the earliest record extant of the practice of saying Kaddish, 
and it dates from the first half of the thirteenth century, when it wasa cus- 
tom in the Rhineland and East Germany. Before 1306, when the Jews were 
expelled from France, the practice had spread to Provence and thence to 
Spain. In Spain, however, it seems to have been accepted only in the 
circles of those who inclined to mysticism and whose spokesman was 
Rabbi Bachya ben Asher, of Saragossa. Other great Spanish 
Rabbis as, for instance, Rabbi Jacob ben Asher, of Toledo, who 
published accounts of the religious rites and practices of their day: 
do not appear to be acquainted with the custom that mourners should 
recite the Kaddish. The practice did not reach Italy until the fifteenth 
century, and it was not until later still that it became rooted in Africa and 
the East. But its progress was noteasy. In Palestine. for instance, the 
Rabbis were long opposed to the practice of saying Kaddish on the 
Jalraeit of parents. Nevertheless, the custom prevafled and became 


universal. 


Another interesting fact connected with the practice is that Kaddish 
is said for only eleven months of the first year of mourning. Again we 


touch a piece of mysticism. The Talmud states that the punishment of 
evil-doers after their death lasts twelve months. Now it seems that at 
first Kaddish was said for twelve months, but in the sixteenth century the 
period was;reduced by one month in order not to make it appear that a 
man’s parents were regarded by him as evil-doers. 

It is curious to see how the practice of saying Kaddish has seized 
upon the imagination of Jews. To most, itis to be feared, the practice 
becomes a kind of mystery connected with what happens after death. 
A vague fear of unknown possibilities actuates the living and makes them 
anxious to have some one to say Kaddish for them when they are gathered 
to their fathers. Do not we know the pity entertained for a man without 
sons? In such a case, sons-in-law, and even daughters, have been kn> wn 
to say Kaddish in order to assure the peace of the departed. Nay the 
strength of the mystery is illustrated in an even more striking way when 
people leave legacies for the purpose of ensuring that Kaddish should be 
said for them on the anniversary of their death. Have you heard of tae 
“Firth Kaddish”? There is a Jewish Orphanage in Firth, and it enjoys 
& very good income from legacies left to it for the purpose of having 
Kaddish said by the orphan boys. I am reminded in this connection of 
the Kaddish that is recited in the Jewish cemetery at Breslau on he 
anniversary of the death of “ Reb Pheibtish Lassaile.” Here, too, a legacy 
has been provided. 

Such are the vagaries of religious customs. A story is told to impress 
on the people the utmost significance of religious training. Its moral is 
that the glory of Jewish parents are their children who know the 
meaning of Judaism and live up to its ideals. As an expression of that 
knowledge was regarded the capacity of the children to say '3°3 
or ? WY in the assembled congregation. And, indeed, is it not 
a joy to parents to see their children giving evidence of their knowledge 
of Hebrew? Is it not to a man’s glory to have left behind him children 
jearned in the Torah? Gold and silver and properties no man can take 
with him when the Great Adventure comes to an end. But worthy 
children keep alive a man’s name. That was the Jewish ideal, and it 
was expressed in the practice Of the saying of Kaddish. Yet how has 
that ideal been debased! To-day, even people who cannot read Hebrew 
spell out the Kaddish from the English transliteration; to-day, those 
most ignorant of Torah press in the throng of Kaddish reciters. Of 
course, there is no harm in this. It is perhaps the last thread that binds 
some to their people and their religion. But is it not deplorable that so 
noble an ideal should have degenerated into a crude superstition ? 

To honour parents has always been a Jewish characteristic. In olden 
days people fasted on the anniversary of the death of their parents, and 
distributed special charity. In former generations Jewish tombstones had 
engraved upon them only the name and the date of the death of the person 
concerned ; and it has been suggested that the date was a record for the 
children of the departed on which they were to think specially of those wha 
had given them life and laboured to educate them. I cannot help feeling 
thatthe simplicity of ancient Jewish tombstones is much preferable to 
the ornate productions of these days. After all, if there are inequalities 
in life, social, economic and personal, in death surely all are alike. But 
this is incidental. My main idea is that it would help the religious 
revival of Jewry if the origin and meaning of saying Kaddish came to be 
more generally known, and the practice were carried out in the spirit of 
its pristine beauty.— Your loving cousin,

A Serious Indictment. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
DR. DAVID JOCHELMAN. 


R. DAVID JOCHELMAN has invoked the assistance of the 
D Jewish CHRONICLE in bringing before the public a serious 
indictment of the British Government, and provisionally 
also of the Anglo-Jewish community, on a matter affecting 
cbe lives and liberties of a large number of Russian Jews, their 
wives, and their families, Dr, Joche]lman hardly needs an introduc. 
tion to readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
but it may be well to place on record 
the high position which he occupies in 
commercial and public life in order to 
establish his title to speak with authority. 
He was formerly manager and is still a 
director of the Volga Insurance Company. 
He was London manager of the Eastern 
Insurance and Transport Company, the 
largest-commercial undertaking in 
Russia. He was chairman of the Over. 
seas Marine Insurance Company (having 
been succeeded by Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh). He is also a member of the 
Executive of the Anglo-Russian Chamber 
of Commerce, is Vice-President of the 
Jewish Territorial Organisation, Chair. 
man of the Association of Ukrainian 
Jews, etc. He was a director of the 
International Jewish Emigration Organi. 
sation established by the Ito, and is chairman of the United 
Russian Committee, chairman of the Jewish Prisoners of War 
Fund, and a member of the Joint Foreign Committee of the 
Deputies of British Jews. This by no means exhausts his wide 
commercial and Jewish interests. It is in connection with his work 
as chairman of the ~ United Russian Committee for Matters of 
Military Service’ that he frames the indictment to which allusion 
is made above.

“The Committee came into being,” said Dr. Jochelman, 
“at the request of the representative of the _ preliminary 


Russian Government (the Kerensky Government), Mr. Nabokoff, 
and the then First Secretary and now Chargé d'Affaires, Mr. 
sablin, in order to assist in the carrying out of the military 
convention between this country and Russia.. The cardinal 
point of this convention was that British subjects of military age living 
in Russia might, if they so desired, enter the Russian Army, and con 
versely Russian subjectsliving in England, if they wished, might enter 
the British Army, but both parties had the right of going to their own 
country for the purpose of military serviee, The result was that a 
certain percentage—I do not know off-hand how many-——joined the 
Army here, and another lot of Russians went to Rassia to serve in 
Kerensky’s Army. I do not feel myself competent to enter into the 
psychology of either group for the purpose of arriving at the motives 
which prompted the choice of either alternative, but the fact 
remains that fhose who decided to go to Russia went at a time 
when the Russian Army was still in existence, and we know as a 
fact that many were actually received as soldiers. The British 
authorities here treated the scheme as seriously as the Russian 
authorities did. A special tribunal Was set up by the British Govern. 
ment to investigate the cases of Russians of military age, and my 
Committee was invited through the Embassy to advise as to the ap. 
pointment of the Russian members, and the Vice Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. A. Krougliakoff, was appointed member of» the 
tribunal. The Russian Chargé d'Affaires regarded the arrange- 
ment as so natural that he started at once paying the families 
and dependents of those Russians who went back, allowances in the 
absence of the breadwinners. Several thousand pounds were 
dispensed by our Committee, on his behalf,in this way. There is not 
the slightest doubt that had the Kerensky Government kept in power 
these families would have continued to receive these allowances. It 
is equally certain that the Russian Government would have insisted 
on the right of the men concerned to return to England at the 
expiration of their term of service.’ 
A BRITISH “SCRAP OF PAPER.” 

You imply that they were not allowed to return ? 

“Undortunately, the British authorities have treated the con. 
vention as a scrap of paper, and totally disregarded the spirit of the 
whole treaty. Let me state the facts. The Russian front suddenly 
collapsed. Some ef the men whe went out did, as I have said, actually 
serve before this débdcle. Some arrived when there was no army in 
existence. Some were captured by the Germans, others died. But 
a very large proportion are now desirous of rejoining their families 
here, but unfortunately the attitude of the British authorities is very 
unsympathetic. 1 understand that only in exceptional cases has 
permission been given to these men to, re-enter this country.” 

. A QUESTION OF RIGHT, 

_ De, Jochelman went on to say: “ Though personally I am as 

convinced now as I was when these young men left for Russia, that 


it would have been better for them to have served in the British army, 


I am equally convinced that from -the point of view of justice 
these men have an absolute right t0 Come back. ~But there are 


still stronger humanitarian considerations, for the men's families 
are in thé most miserable plight whiehdtis possible to conceive, 
and I am not without hope that the humane characteristics for 
which the British people are distinguished will ultimately induce 
the Government to take the right course. But my criticisms apply 
equally to the Jewish Community, and I.say quite frankly that I 
am very grateful to the Jewish Curonicie for affording me this 
opportunity of making the facts known. I may say that I have 
been connected with charitable work for the greater part of my 
life, and I have in most cases found people humane, and the more so 
when the distress has been greatest. Especially have I found this 
feature among our race. But in regard to these unfortunate families 
I have met with an attitude which amazes me, and Iam really sur. 
prised and perplexed to see the position which English Jows have 
taken up towards these unfortunate fellow-Jews. On several occa- 
sions I have endeavoured to explain the position, and the J&WISH 
CHRONICLE has helped me, and I have, as you know, tried more than 
once to raise this question at the Deputies, but, with few exceptions, 
I have met with a hostile attitude everywhere. The explanation l 
give is very simple. The Jews note the unfriendly attitude of the 
Government and the non-Jews in general, and they adopt the same atti- 
tude. ButI must say that this explanation does not satisfy me. The 
Jewish Community, as such, should have nothing to do with politics, 
Suppose for one moment that these young men by going to Russia 
had committed the greatest crime of which human beings are 
capable, why should their wives be punished? Let us go a step 
further, and assume that they acted on the advice of their wives, 
then why should their little children and aged parents be punished ? 
Have we not, in all civilised countries, societies for helping the 
families of prisoners? I really cannot understand how Jews can 
become so callous towards the sufferings of fellow-Jews. But there 
can be no question in this case of crime or even of disloyalty.”’ 
THE SPECTRE OF POGROMS. 

Why did these men go to Russia and not serve with the British 
army ? “our representative asked. 

“| put this question to a group of these people before they 
left for Russia, and they replied that the reason was because 
they were absolutely sure that the Revolution was bound to 
bring in its train massacres of Jews, and they wished to be 
on the spot to help in defending the lives of their 
coreligionists, This. fact was reported by me at a meeting 
at Brighton some two years ago, and, if my memory does not 
deceive me, was recorded in the Jrewrsn CHronicie. Recent events 
have unfortunately shown how justified this prognostication was. 
But the main point is that these men have done nothing 
wrong, even if some of them did leave this country to evade 
military service, though | have no evidence of this. I would point 
out that you have a percentage of this class among all the 
belligerent nations, and Switzerland, as we have recently read, is 
full of deserters. lI repeat that | cannot understand the heartless- 
ness of the community here. The facts which I shall. presently 
give you will acquaint you with the position as it stands at the 
present moment, when the majority of these unfortunate families 
are still receiving a meagre allowance from the Government. 
Imagine what is going to happen when the Government stops this 
allowance on the Ist of January.” 

A PROTEST. 

Dr. Jochelman intimated that the sympathisers with the victims 
of the situation he had described were casting about for a means of 
urresting the attention of the Community in dramatic fashion. 

“ Ataconference held hist Sunday of the branches of the Jewish 
Workers’ Fund, which lasted almost the whole day, several proposi 
tions were made for bringing home to the Community the urgency 
of ‘this matter. One of these suggestions was that the women 
should be told that the working classes were no longer in a 
position to support them, and that they should demonstrate 
before the houses of the leaders of the Community. 1 persuaded 
the conference not to adopt this course, first of all because 
{ did not expect any help in this way, and secondly because I 
was afraid this procedure might give cause to some heartless 
people to call the starving demonstrators Bolsheviks, and thus their 
position would become still worse. But among the resolutions 
alopted was one which I confess | suggested, that a group of young 
Englishmen should go one Saturday to the synagogues and should 
stop the reading of the Law in order to draw attention to this in 
justice. It is an old Jewish tradition that when people cannot get 
justice they should adopt this course, and address the community 
before the reading of the Law. Believe mel am not in favour of 
this step, but let those who resent it advise me of a bette.” 


A TERRIBLE PICTURE 
Dr. Jochelman drew a terrible picture of the condition of the 
women and children assisted by his Committee. 


~ There are about 800 families supported by the local Guardians, 
but of these we support only 545 women and 1,250 children. Of 
these, 200 women and 700 children suffer from lung, heart, 
and internal diseases, and the number increases daily. Twenty 
women suffer from tuberculosis and consumption, and in most 
cases the children also show symptoms of the same disease. 
Fifteen women suffer from heart disease, and one child has at 
present a serious attack of pleurisy. Twenty per cent. of the women 
are subject to nervous complaints, some of them being so severe 
that we fear that their minds may become deranged very shortly. 
Evory one is troubled by some internal disease. One woman is in

He was far from being a perfect man, yet his dreams reveal to us that 
his failings were not of the cssence of his life. They were not the deepest 
things in Jacob. The deepest part was a yearning for the divine favour, 
a& great longing to enter into the closest possible relation to Ged. Esau, 
with all his good nature, was earthly and sensual, unfitted to carry on the 
greatest spiritual succession that has existed in the world 
Spiritual aspirations, and saw visions of the unseen world. 
cult to see why, as the prophet Malachi tells us, Jaéob was chosen and 
Esau rejected. The good thing in Jacob's life was spiritual capacity and 
power, a deep-seated sympathy with the divine that fitted him for the 
great position to which God appointed him His dream reveals the 
character of the man, even before that character was fully developad. 
His vision, too, was a new revelation to Jacob. This is shown in the words 
of the text he used when he woke out of his sleep. He was surprised. 
Before this Jacob had localised God; now he is chastened with rever 
ence to find that God is everywhere omnipresent He felt himsettf 
touched by the besetting God. Everywhere is home to the man who 
sees the invisible. He never for a moment questioned the truth and 
reality of the vision. He is sure God is present and has spoken to him. 
There are certainties that go beyond the necessities of reason, certainties

OBITUARY.’ 


DEATH OF SIR LIONEL ABRAHAMS, K.C.B. 


We deeply regret-to record the death, which occurred on Sunday 
last, of Sir Lionel Abrahams, K.C.B., Assistant Under-Secretary of 
State for India, who, as is generally 
known, bad been in very indifferent 
health for a considerable time. This fact, 
however, does not tend to soften the blow 
sufferedby the Community in the passing 
away, at the early age of forty-nine, of 
so distinguished a Jew. Had he been 
spared, there is no doubt that Sir 
Lionel’s great gifts would have marked 
him out for still further promotion, and 
the premature end to so emifient a 
career 1s a calamity, not only to the 
Jewish Community, but to the great 
public service which he adorned. 

MEMOLR 

Sir Lionel Abrahams was the only son 
of Mr. Mordecai Abrahams, who served 
for many years as Secretary of the 
[Initiation Society. He was educated 
at the City of London School, where he 
obtained a scholarship at Balliol College, Oxford, to which University 
he proceeded in 1888. He took the first place in the Civil Service 
examination of 1892, and was appointed to the India Office. He 
subsequently gained the Arnold Historical Essay prize at Oxford 
University In 1898, he was associated with Mr. Robcrt {now Lord) 
Chalmers on the secretariat of the Indian Currency Committee, andin 1901 
was appointed Assistant Financial Secretary. He wasappointed Financial 
Secretary in 1902, and after holding the post for nine years was. promoted

in 191! to be Assistant Under-Secretary of State, an office 
which he filled till the time of his death. He also served 
during his’ official career on  ~*several Committees, including 


those on Indian Railway Administration 
on West African Currency (1912) 


and Finance (1907-8), and 
Ile was also a member of the Indian 
Wheat Committee, which was appointed in the course of the 
war to regulate the import wheat from India for the supply 
of the Allies. The honour of Companion of the Order of the Bath was 
conferred upon him in 1908, and that of Knight Commander of the Order 
in 1915. 

Sir Lionel Abrahams did good work for the Community vor some 
time he was a member ofthe Boardof Guardians. Inthe Maccabeans he 
always took an active interest, and wasfor many years President of the 
Jewish Historical Society. His contributions to literature were not a few, 
and his work * The Expulsion of the Jews from England in 1290,” is well 
known, Latterly he endeavonred to act as Peacemaker between Zionists 
and Anti-Zionists in this country. Adopting a suggestion first offered by 
the JEWISH CHRONIGLE, Sir Lionel did his best to arrange for a conference 
upon the subject, and if will be remembered that we published an 
interview with him upon the matter in February of last year. Even if 
his efforts in this direction did not meet with the success for which he 
had hoped, the opposing factions were undoubtedly rendered tess 
uncompromising through his influence. 

The position which Sir Lionel Abrahams held in the public 
service made many of the younger members of the Jewish Com 
munity turn to him for help and guidance at the outset of their carcers. 
To all who sought his aid he was ungrudging of time and trouble, and there 
are many who now deplore the loss of a true friend, | 

Sir Lionel Abrahams married in 1896 Lucy, daughter of the late

the Lunatic Asylum and her shilaven are in the 
isin such a bad mental condition thateshe may be taken to the Asylum 
in afew days. One woman was about to sell ber children to the 
missionaries, but owing to our timely intervention they were saved. 
Another, who was unable to pay ber rent, was put into the street 
with her four chifdren and her few pieces of furniture, and has not 
yet found a honfe. The doctors report:that they can do nothing 
with all our cases, as the patients lack even the bare necessities of 
life. Owing to this fact, their bad accommodation, and the strenuous 
work to which they are forced, not one of them is in a position to 
stand alone, independent of support. 80 per cent. of the women 
have never heard from their husbands, and four know definitely 
that they have died in Russia; 90 per cent, of the children require 
permanent medical treatment; @ot one family whom we support 
occupies more than two rooms; 5 of the women are dead, and 9 
orphans are left, whom we are supporting. The local Guardians 
pay 12s. 6d. per woman, and 2s, 6d, per child. Therefore the average 
income of a mother and four children is £1 per week. Only 10 per 
cent. of the women who have no more than two children can do 
work, and in no case do their carnings average more than 10s. per 
week. 

“As I stated,” said Dr. Jochelman, in conclusion, “lam not very 
optimistic as to the results of this interview, but perhaps the main 
reason why the case is as bad as I have painted it is because the 
Community has not had the facts brought home sufficiently forcibly. 
I am despondent, but never in my life did | wish more that my 
judgment may turn out wrong than I do in ‘this case and at this 
moment,”

SOME TRIBUTES. 


FrRoM Lorp INCHCAPE, 


My first acquaintance with Sir Lionel Abrahams dates from 1697, when 
1 became a member of the Council of India. Abrahams had entered the 
India Office in 1893, and his natural aptitude for finance was 
soon recognised; in particular by his association with Mr. Robert 
(now Lord) Chalmers on the secretariat of the Indian Currency 
Committee presided over by the late Lord Wolverhampton in 
1298. When in 1902 Abrahams was appointed Financial Secretary 
his official service had not yet amounted to ten years. The choice of so 
young a man for such an important post was a bold one, but it was 
abundantly justified. As Financial Secretary, Abrahams was re-ponsible 
for advising the Secretary of State in Council, not only on questions of 
pure finance originating in his own Department, but also on political, mili- 
tary, and miscellaneous questions where expenditure was involved. No 
matter what the subject was, Abrahams always mastered it. and his 
advice was invariably characterised by foresight and vigour. From an 
experience of fourteen years at the India Office, during nine of which 
Abrahams was Financial Secretary, I can testify to the resource, know. 
ledge, and imagination which he brought to bear on the varied problems 
that came up for decision. Abrahams enjoyed a remarkable gift of lucid 
exposition, and written memoranda were models of what State 
papers ought to be. Some of these were published amony the papers 
issued by the Royal Commission on Indian Finance and Currency, 
1913—14, and are of permanent value to the student of Indian currency 
and economics. 
Unhappily, Abrahams was always delicate in health, and by the death 
f his only son in action he suffered a blow from which he neve: 
India loses in him a warm friend and sage counsellor, whose 
place it will be hard to fill. 


FROM ONE OF SIR LIONEL ABRAHAMS’ 
INDIA OFFICE. 

The untimely death of Sir Lionel Abrahams has deprived the India 
Office of an outstanding personality. Very soon after his entry into the 
(Civil Service in 1893, Mr. Abrahams, as he then was, impressed the heads of 
the Department by the remarkable gifts which he showed for finance in all 
its branches. ‘This was recognised by his employment in 1*98 on special 
work in connection with the Indian Currency Committee presided over 
by Sir Henry Fowler (later Lord Wolverhampton}, While still in his 
early thirties, Mr. Abrahams was appointed by Lord George Hamilton to 
the post of Financial Secretary, where he took up the burden borne fox 
wany years by the late Sir Henry Waterfield. 

It was a great distinction for a man so young to be selected for the 
post, the holder of which is the principal financial adviser of the Secretary 
of State for India in Council. The success with which Mr. Abrahams 
carried out the duties, as responsible and arduonsasany in the Permanent 
Civil Service, was recognised by the grant, first of the C.B., and later of 
the K.C.B., and by his selection to serve on numerous special committees, 
some of which were outside the ordinary functions of the India 
Office. He was the principal spokesmen of the India Office before the 
Royal Commission on Indian Currency and Finance, presided over by Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain in 1913-14, and it is a matter of general knowledge 
that the Commissioners were profoundly impressed by his complete 
mastery of the subject. Indian Currency had been his special study for 
many years, and his knowledge of the system which he had helped 
to establish was umrivalled. As Assistant Under-Seeretary of State, 
to which post Sir Lionel was promoted in 191], he continued to 
exercise, With added authority, general control over the financial work 
of the Department, and successive Secretaries of State came to rely 
upon him mere and more completely for advice and guidance. The role 
Sir Lionel filled in the India Office was a unique one, in a large measure 
carved out for himself by his own genius and imagination. The work 
he undertook was of such scope and volume that no one but an 
enthusiast—and Sir Lionel was such for India and Indian finance in 
particular—could have faced. Unhappily the strain proved too great 
for a man of delicate constitution. The loss of an only son in action 
was a blow from which he never recovered, and cast an ever present 
shadow over his last months, in which h@ struggled manfully against failing 
health. Now his desk will know him no more. But he leaves behind him 
the memory of one of the most warm-hearted of men and most inspiring 
of colleagues. Richly endowed with gifts of intellect he was even more 
distinguished, if possible, by his devotion to his friends who were always 
sure of his encouragement and sympathy. There are many among his 
soHeagues who felt towards him the reverence of a disciple for his 
teacher and who will cherish the example he set of steadfast courage 
ind devotion to duty.—C.H.K.

The desert experience 
convinced Jacob of his need; it made him a humbler man. It revealed 
to him something of his own nothingness and weakness and loneliness, 
and God's almightiness and strength ; and so he rises from his pillar of 
stone a stronger and wiser, because a humbler man. But perfection is 
not the work of a moment; it is not a matter of a day's growth. Jacob 
was still crafty and cowardly. His bargaining with God was an indica- 
tion of his imperfection of character. His was not the noblest form of 
religion ; it was soiled with self. But God, in His mercy, accepted it, fox 
He expects of no man perfection of character at first, any more than He 
expects the child as soon as it is born to walk. But Jacob wasa far 
better man for his experiences ; every crisis through which he passed left 
him stronger. And every crisis through which we pass should leave us 
stronger and better for the experience. The discipline of trial is meant 
to quicken the heart of man. And just as Jacob, after this experience ab

Samaritans.” 


BY HAHAM DR. MOSES GASTER. 


The old problem of the origin of the Samaritans, and especially that of 
the Samaritan Pentateuch, as well as ‘the relation in which the Samaritans 
stand to the Jews, and their Pentateuch to the Massoretic text, forms the 
burden of two works* which have recently appeared, the first a series of 
lectures delivered by the Rev. J. E. D. Thompson, D.D., as the Alexander 
Robertson Lectures in Glasgow in1916. They appear now in book form. 
And the other “'The Starting Place of Trath,” by Rev. A. H. Finn, 

The author of the former approaches his subject from various points 
of view :—the historical traditions, the forms of ritual, the language and 
literature leading up to a renewed examination of the differences noted 
already long ago between the Samaritan and the Massoretic text 
on the one hand, and the Samaritan and Greek on the other. He sums up the 
results of his investigations to be, that the Pentateuch now in the hands of 
the Samaritans is of extreme antiquity. It goes back if possible to the time 
of Samuel and the schools of the Prophets established by the latter. He 
uses the Samaritan Pentateuch as an argument against the Higher Critics 
of the Bible, and dwells especially upon the improbability of the theory ad- 
vanced by these critics which places Deuteronomy in the time of Josiah 
and being anterior to the so-called Priestly Code. The priests sent by 
Esarheddon to instruct the people of Samaria must have brought with 
them a Law, or rather the Law, which they had taken into captivity 
when cirried away by Shalmaneser. This hypothesis precludes the 
possibility of any late origin of the Pentateuch, or that Manasseh, driven 
out of Jerusalem and taking refuge with his father-in-law, Sanballat, 
who built for him the temple on Mount Gerizim, could have brought with 
him a new-fangled copy of the Law. introduced as it were by Ezra. ~The 
author endeavours to prove his contention by some very ingenious hypo- 
theses. In his comparison of the two texts he protests against the a priori 
assumption of the greater correctness of the Massoretic text, and.is able, 
in not a few instances, to show that the differences between them and the 
results which have since been accepted owing to the famous study of 
Gesenius are due to the incorrect text used by the latter; buat he cannot 
deny that there are delibe rate changes in the Samaritan text due to 
religious tendencies. 

The otherarguments advanced by the author in support of his thesis 
drawn from the history, theology, and literature, as well as from the ritual! 
of the Samaritans, which he endeavours to show to be of a more primitive 
character, is extremely disappointing. Except Mills, and on rare occasions 
Montgomery, the author scems to rely almost exclusively on Heidenheim, 
a broken reed. It is more than surprising that neither Nutt nor Joynbull 
(not his Arabic edition of Joshua), is mentioned in connection with 
the theology and literature of the Samaritans, not to speak of Cowley’s 
great Liturgy; and the author could have had all theinformation required 
in the excellent book of Montgomery, to which he seems to pay very 
scant attention. The author does not seem to know anything of the real 
life and practices of the Samaritans, for he still recurs to the old letters 
of the Samaritans for information. It is sufficient to state that except 
the Targum and a few short chronicles, not a word is mentioned of the 
large Samaritan literature still extant, nor does he seem to have examined 
any of the twelve volumes of the Samaritan liturgy, for he would not have 
taken the usual Katef, i.¢., the collection of verses selected for special 
occasions as part of the prayers, and endeavoured to draw conclusions 
from it. Still more surprising is the author's complete ignorance of 
Jewish ceremonials and Jewish rites. 

Quite different and much more satisfactory is the short monograph 
of the Rev. A. H. Finn. He nisintains the claim to the superiority of the 
Massoretic text over the Samaritan and the Greek. He sums up the 
results of his investigations as follows :—

There was a danger of too much 
SECRET DIPLOMACY. 

He remembered Dr. Weizmann ip Dr. Herzls time having tho 
Congress with him when he denounced the secret diplomacy of Herzl, 
and he could not imagine that Dr. Weizmann had become less an opponent 
of secret diplomacy than he was in Heral's days. .The happy position ip 
which they found themselves to-day was a glorious vindication of Herzl’s 


policy. Jt was Herzi's policy which bad won and was being carried out 
by those who had opposed him in his Iifetime. He recalled‘ 
Ussishkin saymg to him before appearing before the. Peace 
Conference: “What a pity that Herzl and. Wolffsohn aro not 
here In 191%, at their last Congress, a mandate had bceen 
given to the then Actions Committee, and in that Actions Com 
mittee, it was no secret, some of the members were opposed 
to the present policy of an alliance with England. He thought 


it was not desirable to Lave a policy carried out by those who did not believe 
in it, and he hoped some fature Congress would reckon with that. Had 
their position been strengthened internally’ There were people missing 
who had no right to be missing. Zionism was nota chevra ora synagogue 
bat a great national movement. There were names that would at cnce 
cccur tO thém. They were not always the easiest people to work with. 
But they must not consider personal opinions and inclinations. If they 
were crowing they ought not merely to have gained new friends, but to 
have kept old ones. Where were Bentwich, .Gaster, Greenberg and 
Zangwill—to mention only four? If the absence of such. men weakened 
them internally, he thought also that they were not as strong in the eyes of 
the world as they were two years ago when the Declaration was given to 
them. Lord Robert Cecil said two years ago at the London Opera House that 
they wanted Armenia for the Armenians, Arabia for the Arabs, and Judea 
for the Jews. That was understood by the people of this country, that 
there would be a Sovereign State iu Palestine for the Jews. . He personally 
did not ask for a Sovereign Static, but there was an enormous diflerence 
between a Jewish State and some emasculated mandate under which 
they would be entirely at the mercy of England. The public opinion of 
this country had not been kept up to the mark by the Zionist leaders. 
The gencral public opinion of this country was not as much in their 
favour as it had been two years ago, and that had its effects on the 
Government, and they conld not get as much as they wanted to get. He 
hoped he was wrong, but that was what he felt. Their organisation 
had become too bureaucratic. They had got into the ways for which 
they reproached the War Office. From that point of view they were 
atready a perfect Government. (Laughter) He suggested that that was 
a fault which needed correcting at once. Passing to external affairs, ho 
felt that they could never have any other policy but an alliance with 
England. In its broad lines he had no fault to find with their policy on 
that score, but franknes* was necessary with those who were to be looked 
upon as their allies. The mandate wanted defining and wanted limiting. 
Unless they discussed the definition and limitation of the mandate it 
meant nothing more than Abracadabra. He thought that the Balfour 
Declaration should have been amplified by now. As far as he knew, this 
was the only thing they had had from the British Government. That 


declaration from the British Government was 


A COMPROMISE DECLARATION. 
The British Government had consulted not only Zionists, but anti- 
Zionists, and in publishing the Declaration thought it had issued something 
which wouid satisfy all parties. Unfertunately, the opposition of the anti- 
Zionist Jews continued, and if the British Governmeat had thought that, 
they would not have bothered about a compromise, but would have given 
them something stronger at the time. Ithad certainly been their inclina- 
tion to dose. Inthe declaration the words were used “a national 
home.” This phrase was unknown in State dictionaries. What 
was “a national home?” He knew. that an Englishman's home 
was his castle—at any rate before “D.O.R.A.” (Laughter.) What 
was a Jewish National Home? He did not know, and they did not 
know. It was a vague and poetic term. It might have been all right for 
them-to have used it twenty years ago. It could be everything or 
nothing. They wanted a deed of settlement such as a husband made in 
favour of his wife on marriage, otherwise there might. arise a Pharaoh. 
“who knew not Joseph,” and they might become like Shylock, allowed 
to take their pound of flesh on condition, they drew no blood. 
They might have Palestine as a home but be given no key to it. In the 


Dectaration reference was made to a Jewish National Home. They wanted 
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Palestine declared the Jewish National Home, otherwise there might 
conecivalliy be a National Home “for the Arabs in Palestine as well: 
Palestine was not.big enough for two natior al homes. They were quite 
prepared to have Palestine placed under the Leagac of Nations. They 
were quite prepared for Britain to have the mandate, but they must insist 
upon a limit of years being placed on the mandate—that within say 
twenty-five years the Jews should have the right fo say they would be 
independent and free. Was this in the mandate which was proposed 
by the Government’ Letters and documents were going backwards and 
forwards, but they were being kept inignorance on matters which were 
vital to the future of Jow ry. Nations were highly complex organisms, 
and Fagland might find herself in the position. of refusing their 
just demands when the moment arrived, and they had no 
right to stake their fature on such a lottery as that. They ought to be 
frank with the British Government, and he was quite sure they would 
have the British people with them. Similarly they should be 
FRANK WITH THE ARABS 

Let them not make love to the Arabs toomuch. (Laughter.) They should 
not forget that next to the Turks the Arabs were responsible for the 
condition of neglect in which Palestine found itself today. The Arabs 
we ¢ going to have Arabin, and large districts had been promised to them 
for their national home.. If they. remained in Palestine they should, for 
national purposcs, become Jews. They had torememberthatthe Arabs were 
not only in large numbers in Palestine itself but would be their neighbours 
Ho they had to keep on terms with them. But the ‘y could only keep on 
terms with people if they were perfectly frank. ‘The coming of thie Jews 
to Palestine would be a God send fo alt the countries around There 
would radiate from Palestine such cnergy, ideas, and progress as would 
benefit the whole of the surrounding districts. The Arahs would want 
their asxistance, and they would help the Arabs if the Arabs on their part 
helped them. Their common Biblical origin should make for mutual 
good-will. Another question which required elucidation was What was 
the position in regard to those Jews in Eastern Europe who were waiting 
in their thousands to go into Valestine® Had they been told that there 
was no possibility at present of an unrestricted immigration into Pales 
tine® ‘Had they been told that for the first two or three years Palestine 
could only absorb small numbers? Were they making arrangements to 
prepare lists of those wanting to go to Palestine in order that their qualifi- 
cation might be considered? He was told that an Advisory Committee 
had been set up. For what? And of whom did it consist? Why were 
they living in this Egyptian darkness. They were becoming hypnotised 
The Zionists must get together and demand from the leaders the details 
of these matters, and if be had set the ball rolling he woulfl be 
rewarded. (Cheers)

Mr. Boris COoLDBERG declarcd that there could be no question of 
secret diplomacy, as their. proposals had been fully discussed at the 
London Conference. Criticism should be passed rather on the organisa 
tions than on the leaders for their farure to provide the me ans they 
required. Only one-third of their budget. for. preparatory work in 
Calostine had been forthcoming 

Mr. S. GOLWENBURG also speke 

Mr. COWEN, in reply, said that the London Confercnce bad uot 
discussed the termsof the mandate. Iic wasaware of the self.government 
acquired by certain Brilish dependencies, but he also remembered I yptand 
[reland, and he did not wantasecond Egypt in Palestine where it might be 
necessary 60 shoot British officers im the back in order to draw attention 
to the demahd for self-government. He urged they were not trying to 
get the conditions which were necessary, and any arrangement which 
they came to with the Government, if published, would have a great 
effect on the Arabs. They were not being given a free hand by the 
Government, and the “ Haboneb " Company could only obtain registration 
on giving an undertaking that fifty per cent. of its expenditure should be 
incurred in this country. That was an mfamous demand, and it was 
infamous thal it should have been agreed to. They required to influence 
public opinion much more actively than they scemed to be doing. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Cowen was carried, on the motion of the 
Chairman.

This, together 
with other memoranda now being drawn up by various people, will be 
discussed by the sections which will be appointed, and by the gathering 
asawhole. Finally, it is hoped that a manifesto on the University will 
be issued bearing the signatures of all participating in the Conference. 
This should prove a unique and impressive document of interest to the 
whole world. 


It is proposed to subinit for consideration reperts on various faculties 
to be established in due course. Natural Science and Medicine, Arts and 
Jewish Learning, Law and Social Sciences. The Conference will also 
consider the question of taking further action with respect to propaganda, 
finance, and technical organisation. Over sixty invitations will be issned. 
Some prominent Jewish scholars have promised their collaboration, 
among them being Professor Albert Einstein, whose brilliant new discovery 
has created so great a sensation in the scientific world. 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


[COMMUNICATED. | 


A meeting of the Council was held on November 26th. Rabbi Dr. 
BAMUEL DAICHES, a Vice-President, was in the Chair. There were also 
present 

Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Major W. Schonfield, and Messrs. H. Hooberman, 
P. Horowitz, B.Se., Kessier, M. L. Perizweig, B.A., N. Lazaras, lL. Passoff, H. 
Snowman, H. Sacher, and A. Tarlo. 

It was decided to send a message of congratulation to Mr. Jacob 
Moser on the occasion of his eightieth birthday. 

The Secretary, Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, reported on the arrangements 
for the Children’s Chanucah Festival to take place at the Great Assembly 
Hall on the 17th of December. 

With regard to the special extended meeting of the Council, it was 
reported that the Executive had received only two objections to the date 
fixed, and therefore decided that the meeting should definitely take place 
next Sunday. 

It was decided that the Synagogue Committee should assist the 
Jewish National Fund Commission for England by sending speakers to 
address Synagogues on Shabbas Chanucah in aid of the Jewish Natiowal 
Fond Nordau Garden City Fund. 

Applications for affiliation were submitted from the Cambridge 
University Zionist Society and the Cork Ladies Zionist Association. These 
were acceeded to. 

A proposal to publish a monthly paper which should mainly be 
devoted to education Was considered. It was left to the Executive of the 
Junio: Zionist Organisation to work out and submit a detailed scheme. 

A ietter was read from the Central Office of the Zionist Organisation, 
inviting the Vederation to send delegates to the Annual Conference which 
had been staanmoned to meet at Basle from the 18th to 23rd January. It 
was decided that the nomination and election of delegates should take 
place at the special Council meeting next Sunday. 

On the recommendation of the Hebrew and Literary Committee, the 
Council agreed to grant a sum of £300 for the period of one year, for the 
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purpose of educational courses for teachers. Ona further recommenda- 
tion by this Committee, it was decided that the sale of Hebrew literature 
should be éntrusted to the administration of the paper Haclom. 


DECLARATION DAY DEMONSTRATION. 


A public meeting and demonstration of thanks to the Government, on 
the occasion of the Second Anniversary of the Declaration in favour of 
the Reconstruction of Palestine as the Jewish National Home, was held 
on Sunday evening at the Theatre Royal, Leeds. 

Mr. Jacob Moser (of Bradford) presided. 

The Chairman, in welcoming the visitors, made a strong appeal for 
support for the Restoration Fund. ‘ 

Mr. Harry Sacher moved the following resolution :-—That this 
mass meeting of Leeds Jewry reaffirms ita devotion to the Jewish 
National Cause, expresses its confidences in the Zionist Leaders, and 
pledges its utmost support to the Jewish Restoration Fund.” Jewish 
people, he said, were perhaps a little perturbed because, although the 
Declaration on the subject was given two years ago, the gates of Palestine 
were not yet open. They must not, however, be disheartened, 
Excellent progress was being made. 

Dr. Baer Epstein, in supporting the resolution, said it was imperative 
that the Jewish communities should extend their immediate support to 
the Restoration Fund. 

The resolution having been unanimously adopted, it was announced 
that at a meeting held in the afternoon, a collection on behalf of the Fund 
had realised £500. 

Advantage was taken of the opportunity to make a presentation to 
Mr. Jacob Moser, who bad just celebrated his cightieth birthday. The 
presentation, which took the form of a framed address, was made “on 
behalf of the Leeds Zionists.” (Particulars are given in the Bradford 
section of our Provincial Columns). 

Mr. Moser, in expressing his appreciation and thanks, mentioned 
that he was present in Basle in 1901, when the Golden Book was estab- 
lished. The first name inscribed in it was that of the late Dr. Herzl, the 
second that of Dr. Max Nordan, and the third was his own. 

On Sunday morning, a special meeting of the Zionist representatives 
was held at the Jewish Institute Rooms. Mr. H. Morris presided. Dr. 
S$. Levine delivered an address, and referred to the present outlook of 
the national scheme. 

Under the auspices of the Agadath Hazionim a dinner was held in 
Altman’s Rooms, Great George Street, in honour of the occasion. Mr. 8. 
Goldberg presided, and during the proceedings, Golden Book Diplomas 
were presented to a number of ladies and gentlemen. 


THE ARABS IN PALESTINE, 


According to a report of the Palestinian Correspondent of tho 
Algemeene Han telsblad, of Amsterdam, the Arabic newspaper, South Syria, 
has been suspended for a month on account of its anti-Jewish agitation. 
This paper, as its name suggests, opposes the establishment of an 
independent Palestine, and incites the Arabs systematically against the 
Jews. The Arabs of Damascus have, however, passed a resolution 
requesting the Government again to allow the publication of this paper.

fCOMMUNICATED. | 

A gathering of Jewish young men was held at the Greenville Hail Beth 
Hamedrash. r. M. Joseph presided. 

Mr. Lazarus Cohen, Secretary of the London Bureau of the Mizrachi 
Organisation, and others addressed the gathering. A resolution to the effect that 
the meeting resolves to form a Young Men's Mizrachi Society was carried. It 
was also resolved that this Mizrachi Association, whenever necessary and 
desirable, should co-operate with the Dublin Jewish Students’ Union. Pro- 
visional Officers and Committee, including Messrs. L. Jaffa, Chairman: M. 
Fisher, Treasurer; A. Gudansky (35, Longwood Avenue, 8.C.R.), Hon. Seore- 
tary ; and Messrs. I. Cornick and H. Tomkin, Committee; were elected. 

A public meeting was held also at Greenville Hall. Rabbi Dr. Ll. Herzog 
presided, and explained the aims of the Mizrachi. Dayan 8.1. Hiliman delivered 
an address. He asked what was the use of obtaining concessions from the 
Government in favour of a Jewish National Home, if the Jews did not avail 
themselves of the aqporeansty afforded, and take an active part in the building 
up of our Holy Land on the principles of the Torah? He appealed to those 
present to join the Mizrachi. 

Dr. H. Keller delivered a stirring address upon the immortality of the 
Jewish soul. During the interval over two hundred of the audience were 
enrolledas members. The Rev. A. Gudansky moved the following resolutions : 
") That this public meeting representing the Jewish populaticn of Dublin resolves 

form a Dublin Mizrachi ye | to further the aims of the Mizrachi Organisa- 
tion ; (2) That this meeting undertakes to contribute, and induce others to 
contribute, to the Eretz Israel Restoration Fund as much as possible in the name 
of the Mizrachi, in order to secure an adequate proportion for education carried 
on in the spirit of Traditional Judaism.

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.MR. HILAIRE BELLOC ON 
THE JEWISH PROBLEM. 


On the invitation of ‘the London University. Zionist Socieiy, Mr. 
Hilaire Belloc lectured at. the Jews’ College last Monday evening on “ The 
Jewish Problem as I See It.” There was a large gathering, which was 
presided over by Mr. 5. Landman, M.A., the President of the Society. 

Mr. BeLioc said that he would first of all like to say that 
the few going to put before them did not 


remarks he was 


represent an individual, personal, or isolated view, or that of a few 


abnormal, violent, or @xasperated people, but the general attitude of the 
non-Jews in the Western communitics of Europe. And he thought 
it behoved the Jewish community to consider this opinion. In 
Western Europe, by which he meant France, Britain, Western 
Gormany, Italy, and Spain, as also in the United States, the Jews 
were regarded by the non-Jews as a separate race or nation. All argu 
ments that they were not so had no effect at all, but merely scemed to 
them trying to get out of a dangerous or difficult position, and did not 
raise the dignity of the Jewish people. The thesis that the Jews were 
but mombers of various peoples held together by a particular religious 
bond did not hold with them. They recognised a man as a Jew without 
considering whether he belonged to any particular religious body. Though 
there was, no doubt, often a great admixture in blood, what they thought 
they recognised Wasa certain something called the Jewish nation, or race, 
though he admitted that they could not with justice speak of a Jewish 
state, because the Jews had as yet no territorial organisation, or respon 
sible government, or centre to which they might appeal. But they were 
certainly a rac> or a type, and he thought one might say a nation. 
The point was that the non-Jew in Western Europe recognised the 
Jew as a different being from himself. If they did not grasp 
that clearly, the meaning, the tragedy, and above all the solution of the 
problem was lost to them. Were the Jewish race or nation, as differen 
tiated from the non-Jews, so clearly marked off (as is the case with a Negro 
or Chinaman) that there would not be for anyone the least doubt? Ifthere 
were a sharp line of physical demarcation, the problem would not possess 
its gravity. The miraculous thing was that, in spite of the admixture of 
blood which had been taking place for more than 2,000 years, the type 
had not disappeared. The lack of a sharp line of demarcation was also 
dus to 
JEWISH ADAPTABILITY. 


Hiowever, though the differentiation between Jew and non Jew was 
of a modified, subtle kind, it was none the less violent. Many a man who 
had never heard of the Jewish problem arrived slowly at the conclusion 
that he had met a lot of people who were different from other people, but 
he did not quite know why until he found that they were Jews. The 
second point Mr. Belloc postulated (on which point he knew many of 
them would differ from him) was that there was friction between Jews 
and non-Jews, which was always growing, was often acute, and led 
occasionally —in fact, too often--to tragedy. Asthe Jews were a small 
minority in the midst of the other nations, that friction had, to them, al! 
the appearances of injustice. When the smali minority aequired what 
seemed to th» dull, less active mass around it an excessive power, that 
dull mass reacted with an apparently undue violence, just as the body 
reacts to a small splinter in the flesh. This was seen in a much smaller 
degree in the friction between the English and the Irish. Nevertheéless 
this 

FRICTION BETWEREN NON-JEW AND. JEW 

existed, though there were many good men who desired that it should 
not exist, and there were also many men-—until recently they were the 
great mass of cducated men tn this country--whose desire was so strong 
that they pretended that itdid notexist. Theaverage anti-Semite (which 
term Mr. Belloc considered-a misnomer) was a ridiculous man, because he 
wasamaninahurry, @ man in anger, without any particular programme ; 
his attitude was about as clever as that of Mr. Lioyd George towards 
ircland. A man like himself,on hearing that a Mr. Cohen had discovered 
a new clement, would not lose his temper, but an anti-Semite would. 
The reason for this he took to be no more than the f:iction of the two 
races working upon the deliberately closed mind. ‘There was a certain 
historical problem which he badc them carefully to attend to. Jews were 
never persecuted until they were in a community in a great mass, and 
until, in that mass, they were poor. There had been waves of Jewish 
immigration from various countries into others, and there followed in 
those waves one perpetual rhythmic movement which had never failed. 
First they got a few Jews, usually wealthy; then there was alarge immi 

ration of poor Jews, and then came the perio. cf persecution. In the earlier 
part of the nineteenth century the Jews in England and France were a 
very small minority of, on the whole, important people. But achange came, 
which was stronger in England than anywhere else, because Jews, finding 
themselves happy here, came in larger numbers. He was not there to utter 
a panegyric of their race, although the possibility of praising the Jews 
was evident to anyone who considered the problem. But the Jews as a 
race were accused of things which as a race they did not suffer from. This 
was one of the Very best proofs they could find of the gulf between them— 
that the Jews were so little understood. Theidea that the Jews trie] to 
get money and were rich was absolutely false. Jews as &a Mass were 
a very poor race, because the making of money was not their principal 
object. It was the job they had in hand. That had kept them poor, 
and they would probably remain a poor race ; but the persecution never 
came when the Jews were wealthy. When, a few years ago, he first 
began writing upon that grave problem, not only the Jewish people but 
his own people called him a lunatic or a very wild fellow. There was 
going on all round them, not yet in print, but beginning to get into print, 
an ebullition of that feeling of friction between the two races, as he called 
it, but whatthey would more naturally call 

ABUSE OF THE JEWS. 

He asked them not to be deceived into believing that what they saw in print 
was not an indication of the real thing that was going on. They must have 
noticed how widely that friction had taken rootand spread in their genera. 
tion, and he thought he ought to conclude that particular section of his 
specch with the remark that they had some difficulty in appreciating the 
gravity or acuteness of the situation because, for some reaSdn he did not 
understand, they did not feel with regard to non-Jews as most of the non. 
Jews felt with regard to them. The natural law of action and re-action, 
though true of two bodies coming into friction, Was apparently not so in 
the case of two minds.” Mr. Belloc then outlined the three ways of dealing 
with the problem. The first solution of the Jewish problem was obviously 
that of absorption; but the idea that if the Jews wereassimilated they would 
soon disappear, he considered nonsense. What had not taken place during 


solution, 


-2,000 years h did not think was going to take place now. Thé second 
solution—getting, rid of the Jews—by sending them away from one 
country to another, or by massacres, was in the first place a pucrile 

and in the other a criminal one. The third solution 
separated itself into two parts. He prosented it not entirely as a con- 
clusion of his own to which he was fixed, but to whieh he was nearly 
fixca. .The first idea was that the Jewish separate nationality or race 
should continue to exist freely within the non-Jewish national State in 
which it found itself, that they should continue to be Jews, with ail the 
attachments of Jews, and at the same time be full citizens of the State, 
able to undertake anything which a citizen of that State undertook, and 
therefore also suffering the burdens which any citizen had to suffer. 
The place where he lhrad found this working most smoothly was in 
Amsterdam, where there scemed to be no friction, Full civie powers 
appeared to exist for the Jew, as well as a full nationality of his own. 
This was said not to have worked badly in medi@val Rome, though he 
fancied that there the Jewish population was small and fairly well-to-do. 
Those Jews who felt that that final solution could be achieved, could 
legitimately quote those exceptional historic examples. The second part 
of solution three was what he favoured, 


THE REGARDING OF THE JEWS AS A SEPARATE NATION, 


The fact that they were a<lifferent nation could not be concealed. The 
recognition of the reality of the difference between the two nations woukd 
be the basis of his policy. The recognition of a Jew at once as a Jew and 
a full citizen of the country in which he lived, he found had never @xisted, 
except under conditions which were mainly commercial. It did not exist 
in those nations in which the national ideal was most prominent. They 
had all been witnesses of the fact that during the recent war the hatwed 
of the Jews by those who had not the courage to say that they 
hated the Jews took the form of persecuting them because they 
were Germans. If a Lithuanian Jew was born just the other side 
of a certain line, he called himself a Russian and nota German. Would 
it not have been nobler for him to say that he was not a German, 
but a Jew” They were suffering now from the fundamental! false- 
hood of not saying during the war that they were Jews. He firmly 
believed that only by open recognition of the difference between the 
two races, not in the sense, of course, of isolation or exie, could 
they call a halt—which he feared would not be a permanent halt 

to the wanderings of the Jews. He had sympathy with the tradition that 
the wanderings of Israel. would cease, but he was confident that this 


would not be, so long as the world attempted to mix with that problem 


the palpable and even foolish falschood that Jews wert not a separate 
and distinct nation. (Applause.) 

Mr. M. J. LANDA desired to dissociate himself from the applause 
He and Mr. Belloc were old opponents. To Mr. Belloc’s statement 
that the Jews were never attacked when they were in Small com 
munities, he replied “ Limerick.” Mr. Belloc was throughout historically 
inaccurate. He had not that day accused the Jews of usury, which was 
usually his trump.card. He had told them before to get into their 
ghettos; now he was afraid and ashamed. He had come like the fat boy 
in “ Pickwick” to make their flesh creep, but he had not succeeded. 

Mr. M. L. PERLZWEIG, B.A., said that although he did not altogether 
disagree with Mr. Landa, he wished to base himself upon what Mr. 
Belloc had said there that day. He expressed his admiration at Mr. 
Belloc’s clarity, but regretted he did not devote more of his lecture to the 
points he dealt with at the end. He disagreed with Mr. Belloc when he 
separated the Jowish problem in the West from thatinthe East. So long 
as English publicists did this they would not arrive at any satisfactory 
conclusion. It was almost impossible to criticise Mr. Belloc’s scheme 
unless they had it in more detail. 

Mr. LEVINE regretted the way in which Mr. Landa had spoken. 

Among those who also took part in the discussion were Miss OLGA 
GINZBURG And Mr. A. G. BROTMAN, B.Sc. 

Mr. BELLOC, in reply, said that with regard to Mr. banda he could 
only say that he had been wrong when he said that the feeling was only 
felt on one side; but he thought that hatred was a good thing. Mr. 
Perlzweig's request for details seemed to hima purely controversial point. 
He did not think the national solution would lead to pogroms in England 
isolated outbreaks, perhaps, but they could not call them pogroms. He 
did not agree with Miss Ginzburg that the feeling of friction could be 
eradicated by a slow progress of more knowledge; he did not think that, 
with anything alien, a greater affinity would bo obtained through more 
knowledge. Heconsidered the Amsterdam solution the best, if ifworked. 

The CHAIRMAN, in preposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said 
that although the difference between a Frenchman and an Englishman 
was very great, he had yet to learn that they hated one another. 

The vote was seconded by Mr. HYMAN, Hon. Secretary of the Sogiety, 
who said they had asked Mr. Belloc to lecture to them because they 
wished to study all sides of the Jewish question.

A General Meeting was held on Wednesday week at the Lecture Hall, 
279, Whitechapel Road. Rabbi Dr. JUNG, who presided, gave a short 
review of the present situation of the Agudah Movement. He said it was 
of the greatest importance that Orthodox Jewry shou'd form a@ strong 
united body to carry out the difficult task of Reconstruction, on the basis 
of the Torah, both in the Diaspora and in Eretz Yisracl. The Agudah had 
the active support of the greatest Rabbinical Authorities. Dr. Jung 
referred particularly to the Polish and Palestinian Agudahs, the first being 
the most active and the latter one of the most important branches of the 
movement. The English Agudah, although only a few weeks old, and 
numbering only about 500 members, had collected about £400 for the 
Polish Jews. Agudah Committees had been fo:med in several provincial 
towns, Glasgow, Liverpool, ctc., and a permanent Agudah Office had been 
opened at 279, Whitechapel Road. | ; 

Mr. M. JunG, LL.bB., Hon. Secretary, gave a report of the London 
Agudah's successful intervention in the Warsaw Distribution Committes 
ncident. 

After some discussion a special Relief Committee was formed.

MR. LOUIS ZANGWILL ON WOLMARK. 


FAREWELL DINNER. 


Mr. Alired Wolmark was entertained at dinner by the Ben Uri and 
Renaissance Societies at Gradel’s Restaurant on Wednesday week, to 
wish him God-speed on the eve of his journey to the United States, 
whither he is proceeding to execute various commissions. A large 
company of ladies and gentlemen was present, and Mr. Louis Zangwill 
presided. 

In proposing the health of the guest of the evening, Mr. Louis 
ZANGWILL said that he had to regret not having had the privilege 
of an older acquaintance with Mr. Wolmark. He had gone far afield 
among the goyim in search of intellectual and esthetic stimulation, 
but his recent friendly relations with Mr. Wolmark had taught him 
that there was as good fare—kosher—nearer home. (Applause.) 
Nevertheless, when, earlier in the evening, he had been asked to 
preside and to propose that toast, he had observed Mr. Wolmark betra 
considerable trepidation. Now he and Mr. Welmark had had some fran 
talk recently, and possibly Mr. Wolmark feared that he might talk to 
them with equal frankness on that occasion. He would let out the worst 
atonce. Mr. Wolmark had recently come to him in the country, and had 
there been transformed into an English sportsman. (Laughter.) For 
hours daily, he had hammered away, driving balis—or rather failing to 
drive balls—through hoops, with inconceivable enthusiasm. Strange 
rumours had been in circulation since. It was said that Mr. Wolmark 
had taken to seeing with the eye of the camera, and it was even 
whispered that he had had himself shorn of his pretty wig. (Laughter.) 
It was evident that the latter part of the rumour was a slander. 
And in any case the Atlantic billows would soon restore to him 
his pristine vision and his native genius. That native genius— 
that native Jewish genius—was indeed of a versatile order. As a 
Jew he was going to America to spread the honour of the Jewish name, 
and, as a typically British emissary, to painta new world red. (Laughter). 
There he would give his new admirers a wide choice of interests, 
for his artistic activities were manifold, and, however much some of them 
might be found debatable, there was always at least one in which you 
had to acknowledge him as a master. By a great many adorers he was 
regarded as a supreme colourist, by others as a great stage-decorator, 
by others, again, as consummate in pettery, and by innumerable others 
as primarily a master-painter and portraitist. He (Mr. Louis Zangwill) 
disagreed with all these adorations. (Laughter.) Mr. Wolmark had 
undoubtedly a deep and subtle sense of the quality of colour—had he not 
made a Jewish contribution to the glory of the Christian Church by his 
fine stained-glass window? But his ideas were really too nbiquitous: he 
wanted to exercise his brush on the entire universe, and really there 
were wrong places for colour as well as right places. Why, he had even 
wanted to start his brush on the walls of his (the speaker's) stady. 
(Laughter.) Then there was the pottery. Mr. Wolmark had 
shown him a small jam-pot, and had informed him that the price 
was thirteen and a half guineas; and he (Mr. Louis Zangwill), 
nad thought that for that price the jam at any rate ought 
to haye been included. (Laughter.) As for stage decoration, wpe 
was Certain that such schemes of colour would often kill the drama 
vhich they were designed to revive. There remained the painter and 
portraitist, and here he had formed a very clear and definite view of his 
own as to the nature of Mr. Wolmark’s work. He himself gave his 
homage to Mr. Wolmark primarily as a caricaturist. There had, of 
course, been great caricature in the past, and although caricature might 
tell lies, it Was, properly used, a potent instrument of truth. Some of 
the greatest modern painters, in ranning away from or rather in meeting 
the competition of the camera, had introduced into their portraiture a 
touch of caricature. It opened up sources of trath and revelation which 
were beyond the reach of the camera. The work of Sargent, for instance, 
was spiced with caricature. Mr. Wolmark, whether unconsciously or not, 
bad carried the develoj ment of caricature to a further pitch; he had 
elaborated it as an artistic, decorative, and revealing instrument. Were 
this frankly recognised, his serious position in modern art would be beyond 
‘liscussion. He (Mr. Zangwill) gave that strictly as his own personal 
view, but however much those present might differ from him as to whieh 
of their guest's activities was to have the palm, there could be only 
unaninous agreement among them all as to which was the greatest artistic 
ndividual achievement of Mr. Wolmark’s life. He referred to his choiée 
olf a wite. Mrs. Wolmark was present beside her husband, and he was 
sure they would all desire to associate her name with the toast. (Applausé.) 

After speeches had been made by Messrs. Pilichowski, Kenig, Good, 
Leitwich, Moyshe Oyved, and Podrushnik, Mr. WOLMARK, in acknowledging 
the toast, said that he had at first moved in other directions, but he was now 
animated by the ambition to be a Jewish artist. He did not, however, 
share the prevalent view as to what constituted Jewish art. It was not 
enough to take a Jew with a long beard and arrange him in a studio so as 
to paint a rabbi or a conventionally conceived Moses. Mere Jewish 
subject-matter did not make Jewish art, but rather any subject-matter 
seen individually by the Jewish eye and intellect, and rendered by the 
Jewish individual hand. 


BOSTON JEWRY AND MR. SARGENT’S “SYNAGOGUE.” 

Mr. John 8. Sargent, B.A., has started an animated controversy by his 
panel,“ The Synagogue,” which he has prepared for the Boston Public 
Library. It has led toa widespread protest by the Jews of that city. 

“ He has placed his conception of the Church in an attractive picture,” 
writes the Jéwish Exponent, “and alongside of it he has placed a hideous 
caricature. Thechief figure is that of a grim, blind, unwomanly repulsive 
woman, with incidental trimmings to match this conception. Its proper 
place is the gallery of some avowed anti-Semite. It should have no place 
on the walls of one of the greatest libraries in the world.” 

Rabbi M. M. Eichler, the director of the Zionist Bareau of New 
England states that: 

__* Sargent represents the Synagogue as a grim, austere, unwomanly woman, 
with blinded eyes and bent head from which a crown is falling. In her hands is 
a broken sceptre and she clutches to her breast what is supposed to be the tablets 


of the law. AU about her is chaos and ruin. 


The face of the woman is not that of a Jewess. The Israel should have been 
pictured more properly, as an old man with flowing beard. This conception 
ste that thes paqogue things that are broken and away.

Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club. 
PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


Much enthusiasm vailed last Sunday in the Adler Hall of the 
Stepney Jewish Schools on the occasion of the distribution of prizes to 
the members of the Lads’ Club. There was a large gathering which 
included the Mayor of Stepney (Major Atiee) and a number of representa- 
tives of other East End and West End Clubs. Capt. Walter H. Samuel, 
M.C., presided, and the prizes were distributed by Mrs. Samuel. A guard 
of honour was furnished by the 7th wage wry’ | Troop of Boy Scouts, under the 
command of Scoutmaster J. Belasco and Leader J. Goldston. 


In opening the proceedings, the Rev. J. F. Stern (the President) 
expressed his pleasure at the presence of the Mayor of Stepney, that being 
his first appearance at a Jewish gathering. He assured the Mayor that 
the Club was bent on training their lads to become the future citizens of 
the great borough of Stepney. Stepney was grateful.to the New West 


End Synagogue Social Service Committee for sending the Rey. D. Hirsch 
to work in the district. He would be a great and welcome acquisition. 
The Club owed its existence to the Committee of the Stepney Jewish 
Schools, and its career had been a notable success. They deplored the 
loss in the war of the ever-lamented Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel, and his 
own dear son, Leonard Stern, all of whom had the welfare of Stepney at 
heart, and in whose memory prizes had been founded. He felt sure that 
the Club could best honour their memory by carrying on the work they 
loved so much, Mr. Stern, in conclusion, paid a tribute to the teachers of 
the school for their assistance at the Club, and to Mr. 8. Amstell and the 
other managers. 

Mr. 8. AMSTELL (Hon. Secretary), in a résumé of the Club's 
activities, said that the past year had been one of great progress. 
The Club’s war record was one of which they had every reason 
to be proud. Thirteen managers and four hundred past and 
present members had served; seven managers and thirty-five members 
were killed: and twelve distinctions had been gained. The number of 
members on the roll was two hundred and fifty, the accommodation 
at present preventing a farther increase of membership. The work of 
the managers had been considerably lightened by the vatuablo 
assistance of the Lags’ Committee, who were zealous workers and 
quite capable of carrying on the Club in the absence of the managers. 
Classes were held in first aid, woodwork, metal work, and violin. There 
were also a minstrel troupe, an orchestra, a savings bank, a scout troop, 
and a harriers section, and boxing was actively indulged in. Suitable 
books were urgently required for the library, and gymnasium shoes and 
athletic outtits would be welcome. The Club had been very successful in 
inter-club competitions. In the Federation of London Boys’ Clubs, it had 
secured the cup and silver medal for draughts, the bronze medal for 
serious recitation, the cup and silver medal for comic recitation, and the 
cup and silyer medal for reading. The Club did remarkably well in 
gymnastics and physical exercises, gaining three cups, H. Mernick being 
awarded the silver medal for being the best gymnast in all the 
competing clubs. In the Cricket league of the J.A.A., the club 
junior team had gained a cup. The club had entered for many other 
competitions with varying degrees of success. For the first time since 1913, 
the club held a camp during the summer near Southminster, which was a 
distinct success, mainly throngh the excellent organisation and indefatig- 
able labours of Mr. J. Sebag-Montetiore.

The MAYOR OF-STEPNEY, in moving a vote of thanks to Captain 
Samuel for presiding, said he was delighted to be present that afternoon, 
and to hear of the many successes achieved by the club. He had had 
some experience of clubs and knew what good work they were doing. [0 
was the proper spirit in their Club that had enabled it to carry on during 
the war, a period in which many similar clubs went under. He felt con- 
vinced that a Club like theirs did an immense amount of good for the 
borough. (Cheers.) 7 

Mr. CHARLES E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE seconded the motion. 

Capt. SAMUEL, in acknowledging the vote, said that though he had 
not been able personally to visit the Club regularly, both he and his 
family were deeply attached to it. He hoped the members would live up 
to its motto, which was “The Club for all, and all for the Club.” 

Mr. L. COHEN moved a vote of thanks to the Committee of the Day 
School for lending the Club, free of charge, the premises in which ta 
carry on its work. The Club was sorely in need of larger premises. 

Mr. FAY seconded the motion, which was carried. 

Thanks were accorded tothe Managers of the School, on the motion 
of Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER. 

An illuminated address was then presented to the Managers, In 
making the presentation, Mr. A. D. BERMAL (representing the lads) spoke 
of the wonderful enthusiasm of the Managers, and of the interest théy 
had evinced on behalf of the members. 

Mr. L. CoHEN, in accepting the gift, expressed the pleasure of the 
Managers at the happy inspiration that had prompted the members.

Mr. Loraine has 
planned to produce immediately, after the run of “Arms and the Man,” 
some new plays, both original in character and of unusual interest. 

it is somewhat difficult in the midst of a musical séason to make a 
pianoforte recital really prominent. That the young pianist, Mr. Egerton 
Tidmarsh, achieved this feat on Tuesday week at the Queen's Hall, was 
due to his exceptional technical ability and gift of expression. He 
possesses a really excellent touch, and plays with an entire absence of 
affectation very refreshing to behold. 

Another excellent pianoforte recital was that given by Mr. Arthur 
Alexander at the Afolian Hall on Menday week. Mr. Alexander has 
already proved himself a pianist of power and feeling. His interpretation 
of Mr. Arnold Bax's Sonata in G, and some smaller works by better 
known composers, was in every way satisfactory. 

The sameé evening, at the Wigmore Hall, Mr. Francis de Bourguignon 
gave a pianoforte recital, and proved himself a facile player, but apt to 
become over exuberant in florid passages of the works selected. 

Miss Jelly D’Aranyi is a violinist who has been heard frequently in 
London, and has created most favourable impressions. Her recital, 
therefore, on Wednesday week at the Wigmore Hall, attracted a large 
audience. 

Russian singers are steadily increasing in favour on the London plat- 
form, and a large audience assembled at the Molian Hall on Thursday for 
the recital by Mr. Mirsky. He possesses a good baritone voice, but is 
inclined to spoil his effect by forcing his tone and over-emphasis of words. 
Cultivation of a more restrained style will probably gain him greater 
appreciation on the English platforin. 

A third pianoforte recital was given on Friday afternoon by Miss 
Winifred MacBride, at the Wigmore Hall. A distinguishing feature was 
her performance of Schumann's “ Kreisleriana.” 

At their final ballad concert this season, Messrs. Chappell arranged a 
generous and comprehensive programme at the Queen's Hall last week. 
Several new songs were brought forward, including settings of John 
Masefield's poems, “Bergamask” and “Sea Fever,” introduced by Mr. 
Charles Tree. Songs of Guy d’Hardelot, sung by Miss Dora Gibson and 
Miss Teresa del Riego, Ben Davies and Haydn Wood were also heard. 

On similar lines, though on a smaller scale, was the ballad concert 
organised by Mr. Thomas Quinlan at the Central Hall the same afternoon. 
Exceptional attractions were provided by the artists engaged. These 
included such well-known artists as Miss Mignon Nevada, Mme. Guilher- 
mina Suggia, Mr. Peter Dawson, and Mr. Albert Sammons, in addition to 
Miss Astra Dasmond Frances Coopman, and Mr. Lenghi Cellini. 

A large audience assembled last Thursday at Wortley Hall, the 
occasion being the first public pianoforte recital given by Mr. Henry 
Bronkhurst, who is still a pupil at the Tobias Matthay Private School. 
In particular, the rippling passages of the famous “Minute” Waltz of 
Chopin were brilliantly executed, and the pianist showed considerable 
technical skill. Mr. Bronkburst’s playing of the same composer's Nocturne 
in F Major was full of poetry and colour, and evoked such hearty 
applause that he had to comply with the demand for an encore. 

Special mention must be made of the Sunday concerts of last week. 
At the Royal Albert Hall, a startling combination was made in the appear- 
ance of Bronislaw Huberman, and Mr. Busoni, the latter playing the 
Kreutzer Sonata, while at the Queen's Hall, under the direction of Sir 
Henry J. Wood, Mme. Poldowski played her own compositions, 
Three really wonderful programmes were carried out at the Palladium 
and Alhambra under the auspices of the National Sunday League, to 
which body all honour is due, 

In aid of the Nation’s Tribute Fund to Nurses (of which Lady 
Cowdray is Treasurer), a concert will be given next Wednesday evening 
at half-past eight at the Hampstead Conservatoire, Swiss Cottage.

or at such other institution as you shall think fit. This scholarship sha!l 
be entitled the “Jacob Moser Scholarship.” 

On Wednesday, November 26th, at the Church Institute. a supper and 
dance were given by the Jewish Institute to welcome home the Jewish 
sailors and soldiers. About three hundred guests were present. The Lord 
Mayor attended in his official capacity. Mr. Jacob Moser, J.P.. Hon. Presi 
dent of the Institute, presided, and was supported by the Chairman of the 
Institute, Mr. D. Sugarman. Mr. Moser expressed the thankfulness of 
the gathering at the happy reunion, and also paid homage to the memory 
of those sailors and soldiers of Bradford who had made the supreme 
sacrifice. Sixty-nine Bradford Jews had served with the British 
forces; ten of them were killed. The Lord Mayor (who was 
enthusiastically received) expressed pleasure at the reception 
accorded him. He said that the citizens of Bradford were sensible 
of the great effort local Jewry had made towards achieving the common 
victory, an effort which must always bind the participants in a common 
and lasting bond of esteem and affection. He was proud to extend « 
warm hand of welcome to those who had returned safely, Mr. M. M 
Maizels and Mr. L. Abrahams responded on behalf of the ex-soldiers and 
sailors. The presentation to the Hon. Secretary of the Imstitate, Mr 
M. B. Jacobs, of a silver candelabra and a pair of silver candlesticks, was 
made by Mr, D. Sugarman, supported by Mr. Moser. They spoke of the 
good work done by Mr. Jacobs during the past five years, more especially 
at the time of the Russian Convention. Mr. N. Morris, the Vice-Chairman, 
moved a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor and to Mr. Jacob Moser for 
presiding. The motion was seconded by Mr. Julius Bernstein: Mr. M.

Irrespective of Mr. Myers’ 
desire to benefit all classes of Jowry, he was animated by a desire to 
perpetuate the memarics of his parents, the late Elvira and Nathan 
Myers (late of Newport and London) and in a measure to continue their 
philanthropic acts. Mr. Myers is one of the trustees.
